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ESI N reading many of the 
pal late Addreſſes, I could 
not forbear thinking of 
thoſe Angels which Ma- 
2 bomet ſaw, whoſe Horns 
. were half Fire, and half 
Snow : thoſe Contrarieties which they 
wore on the out-ſide of their Headq, me- 
thought, many of our Adadreſſers had 
got on the in-ſide of theirs, For with a 
brave and warm Zeal for the Proteſtant 
Religion, and a "Proteſtant * Prince, they 
generouſly offered their Lives and For- 
tunes, and the laſt drop of Blood, in 
defence of his Majeſty, and the Reli- 
g10n now eſtabliſhed by Law ; and by 
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and by the ſame Lives, and Fortunes, 
and laſt drop of Blood, are promiſed 
over again to a Popiſh Succeſſor. What 
# this but clapping cold Snow upon the 
Head of all their "Proteſtant Zeal £ For 
ke that offers his Service to both of theſe 
together, liſts himſelf under two the moſt 
adverſe Parties in the World, and is 
Guelph and Gibeline at once. What 
benefit a *Popiſh Succeſſor can reap from 
Lives and Fortunes, ſpent in defence of 
the "Proteſtant Religion, he may put 1n 
kis Eje : And what the "Proteſtant Re- 
ligion gas by Lives and Fortunes ſpent 
in the Service of a * Popiſh Succeſſor, will 
be over the left Shoulder, 

But this contradiclions Leal was no- 
thing rear ſo ſurpriſing, as that of our 
Friends of Rippon, who beſeech kis 
Majeſi 'y, and are very ſollicitows, leſt he 
ſhould agree to a Bill of Excluſion x 
(for plain Engliſh is as well underſtood 
on this (ide the Trent, as on the other ) 
and ſeem to be very much afraid of lo- 
ling the great Bleſſang of a *Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor. All the jober Men that I have 
met with, who remain unſatisfied as to a 
"Bill of Excluſicen, do nevertheleſs ac- 
knowlede, That a Popilh Succeſſor will 
be a licavy Judgment of God to this 
Nation, 
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to the Reader. 
Nation 3 to which we mult patiently 
ſubmit, as we do to all othcr Calimi- 
ties. 'But did ever Men pray for 4 

udemert, and make it their humble 
Requeſt, that they might be ſure of it 2 
Do they not, on the other hand, when 
mt begins to threates then, heartily de- 
precate the Evil, and are they not earneſt 
with (God to avert it & Na 'y, do they not 
moreover uſe all lawful humane means to 
prevent it £ There is no Fudgment repre- 
ſented in Scripture, to be ſo immediately 
the ſtroke of God, a: the Plague : Da- 
vid, in his great ſtrait, made choice of 
it under that Notion when he defred 
rather to fall into the Hands of God, 
than into the Hands of Men ; and yet 
Men do conſtantly make uſe of all law- 
ful means to prevent it, For, belides 
their uſing Hippocrates's Receipt of Ci- 
to, longe, tarde, and running away 
from it 5 they make no ſcruple of anti- 
doting and fortifzing ihemſelres ag inſt 
it. They ſtrive with an inſecfed Air, 
and with Fires, and Fumes of Pitch 
and Tar, &c. they endeavour to correct 
it, Na y, they impriſon Men that are in- 
feed, and put them under a very cif? 
confinement, when they have committed 
no Fault, zor donz axy thing to forfet 
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their Liberty, only that they may thereby 
preſerve others. This, and many other 
things are done by Law, till ſuchtime, as 
it pleaſes God to countermand that heavy 
Judgment, I was therefore perfedly 
poſed with that Addreſs, and could not 
tell what to make of it. The leaſt 1 could 
think of them was this, That if they were 
Proteſtants, they were Men weary of 
their Religion, who were ſo undone for 
a Prince, a great part of whoſe Reli- 
gion it is, to perſecute and extirpate 
theirs, And conſidering with my ſelf, 
what Precedents or Examples they might 
have of this ſtrange ConduT, and being 
able to find none ;, inſlead thereof, I bad 
an imperfet remembrance of the quite 
contrary carriage of the Primitive Chri- 
ſtians towards Julian. In which having 
throughly ſatisfied my ſelf, I was willing 
to give the World this ſhort Scheme of 
it. Tcan term it no otherwiſe, for who- 
ever pleaſes to look into thoſe places 
which I have cited, will find, that I 
have not impoveriſhed the Subje@ ; but 
have left, untoucked, ſufficient materials 
for whole Volums, to any one that ſhall be 
diſpojed to write them. 

Having told you the occaſion of writ- 
ing this Diſcourſe, I ſhall ſay ſomewhat 
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to the Reader. ' 
of every part of it. I have been wery 
brief in Julian's Life, becauſe I wrote it, 
only to render the following Diſcourſe 
concerning his Succeſſion intelligible 5, and 
get, I am ſure, I have not omitted any 
of the main ſtrokes of it. The Chriſti- 
ans behaviour towards him was neceſſarily 
added, as a collateral proof, and illuſtra- 
tion of their ſenſe about his Succeſſion. 
Indeed, if they had been worthy to have 
known Julian's Religion, before he came 
to be Emperor, we had not had that part 
to write 3 but they that report, and do not 
invent, muſt take things as they are. This 
behavioxr of theirs being ſo contraryto what 
is commonly reported of them, and to the 
carriage of former Chriſtians, I found it 
neceſſary to make ſome few Remarks upon: 
it and to ſhew that there was as wide 4 
difference betwixt their Caſe, and that 
of the firſt Chriſtians, as Laws for Men, 
and againſt Men, could poſſibly make. 
And if other Men are for taking Laws 
and no Laws, and ſhaking then toge- 
ther in a Bag, and for making the Re- 
ſult of either of them to be * Paſſive Obe- 
dience, I cannot help that 5 no more than 
I can my own belief of this as a firit 
Principle, that the Laws of a Man's 
Country are the meaſures of all Crvil 
A 4 Obes 
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Obedience; or my belief, that any kind 
of Obedience, either Adive or Paſſroe, 
without a Lam to require it, is like one 
of the marvellous Accidents in Tranſub- 
ſtantiation, which makes a ſhift to fub- 
ſeit, when it has loit its Subjet. But 
there it was, that I met with the DoFrine 
of Paſſive Obedience, which when it is 
taight without any regard to Laws, and 
is preſcribed both without Law and a- 
gainſt Law, 7s net Evangelical but Ma- 
humetane, and the very Turkiſh Do@rine 
*of the Bow-ſtring. In ſuch a ſhort Die 
conrſe, it was impoſſibic for me to ſay 
the texth part of what is tobe ſaid, to 
ſhew how intollerable that Dodrine is, 
ard how contrary, beth to ihe Goſpel, and 
tothe Taw of the Land. Chriſtianity is 
fo fur from cnſiaving us, or deveſting us 
of thoje Richts and Privileges which we

L aws, jet St. Paul inſiits upon this, that Verl. 37 
they were uncondemned. I[t were eaſy 
to produce many more paſſages to the 
fame purpoſe. And then as for the Laws 
of the Land, That Do@rine overthrows 
Magna Charta, Chap. 29. together with 
multitudes of Statutes and ruled Caſes ; 
which, as I cannot ſtand here to name, 
ſo I need not, they are ſo well known. 
Only I will ſet down one Caſe, for the 
ulneſs of it, which compriſes in it, more 
than all that I have faid. 
In the Circuit of Northampton, wher 
the Lord Anderſon and Glanvile were 
Fuſtices of Aſſize, a Purſivant was ſent

ful, then in killing of an Officer of Fu- 
ſtice in execution of his Office, is Mur- 
der : And adviſement was taken till the 
next Aſſizes 5 and upon Conference, at 
the next Al(ſizes, it was reſolved, that the 
Arreſt was Tortius, and by conſequence 
that this was not Murder. The Purſi- 
vant was a proper Officer of the High 
Commiſſion Court, he was ſent by the 
Court to make this Arreſt, it was one of 
the Powers of their Commiſſion to ſend 
fer any by Purſivant, &c.

The one of them was ſincere- 

ly pious, though hot and fierce in his 

Nature 3 but the other redeeming the 

time, hid his wicked Temper under a 

Maſque of Gentlenels. 

Gallus after this was made C/ar, Ibid, p.66. 
and a great part of the World put in- 
to his Hands 3 who being accuſed of 
Cruelty, and aſpiring to the Empire; 
was raſhly cut off by the Emperor. 
Fulian at the ſame time fcll urider the 
Emperor's ſuſpicion, but by the inter- 
cellion of the Empreſs, he had leave 
to go to Athens to ſtudy Philoſophy. 
How he ſpent his tire there, Theodo- Throdorer, HO! 
ret infornis us. Fuljan, after the death 3 ©3: 
of Gallus, grew preſumptuous, and 
had a great mind to the Royal Scep- 
ter. For which cauſe he went up and 
down Greece, to find out Fortune- 
tellers and Conjurets, having a mind 
to know whether he ſhould obtain his 
deſire. And he met with a Man that 
promiſed to foretel him theſe things 3

who led him into an Ido] Temple, 
and there initiated him ; ſo-that the 
defire of a Kingdom ftripd this thrice 
wretched Perſon of his Piety.

For before this, in 
his Brother's Time, Aſa was Julian's 
School of Impiety, for Aſtronomy, 
and Nativities, and the vanity of 
Prognoſticating, and that which fol- 
lows theſe, Magick 5 and he wanted 
nothing but Power to add to his 
Wickedneſs. And before that, Gre- 
gory concludes, that he was a concealed 
Pagan, when he diſputed hard with his 
Brother in favour of the Heathens, 
and pretended, that he only tried how 
he could hold the weaker fide of a 
Queſtion. Which agrees with what 
himfelf writes to the Alexandrians, 
when he was Emperor. He adviſes 
them not to worſhip Jeſus, as God the 
Word, whom neither they nor their 
Fathers ever ſaw ; but the great Sun, 
which from Eternity all Mankind 
do ſee, and bchold , and worſhip, 
which is the living, and animated, 
and underſtanding, and bountiful I- 
mage of the Intelligible Father z if 
they would be ruled by him, who had 
tried

tried both Religions z who had lived 
twenty Years 1n their Religion, and 
was now onwards of twelve in this. 
However the Fathers all agree,that the

The World knew nothing at all of 
this, nor the Emperor himlclt, who 
was now perfe&ly reconciled to him, 


and ſent for him from Athens, and made $Socrar. 1. 3.c.1, 


him Ceſar 3 and as the greateſt Pledg 
of his ſincere Affection, gave him his 
Siſter Helena to Witez and gave him 
the command of an Army, agailt 
ſome of the Northern barbarous Peo- 
ple who had invaded France. Fulian 
indeed was jealous of this ſudden ad- 
vancement, and look'd upon it : as

words, at that very :time called it, 
T*þÞVvet©- Ierol0-, a purple Death ; 
and long after,in his large Letter to the 
Senate and People of Athens, he re- 
preſents it as an Artifice to expoſe him 
to danger, and to deſtroy him.

And in concluſion, he 
did draw 'over the greateſt part of 
them. © Nevertheleſs, God had ſtill a 
© Remnant, more than 70co that did 
© not bow the Knee to Baal, but re- 
* pulſed Fular, as a brave ſtrong Wall 
* does a ſorry Engine that is played 
* againſt it. He likewiſe called home 
the Orthodox Biſhops whom Conſtan- 
tins baniſh'd, for one or both of theſe 
;. Reaſons,as Sozomen will have it ; either 
that the Church might be embroiled 
by a Civil War of Contention among 
themſelves, or to lay an odium upon 
. Conſlantins 5 which laſt 1s 1n effect 
what Theodoret ſays, He did 1t as a po- 
pular Act. 

Having thus ſetled himſelf in his 
Throne, and made the Army ſure to 
him, he began to diſcover his Malice 
againſt the Chriſtians. * For before 
© this he ſtood in fear of the Souldiers, 
* who were Men principled 1n the true 
* Religion. Firlt of all, the famous 
* Conſtantine having freed them from 
© their former Errors, in{tructed them 
* throughly in the Doctrine of Truth 
* and after this his Sons confirmed them 

| in 
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Fin it. For though Conſtantins, at 
* the inſtigation of others, rejected 
* the word 64oxmoy, yet he fincerely 
* confels'd the meaning of it : For he 
* alled the Genuine Son, who was be- 
* gotten of the Father before all 
* Worlds, God the Word. Fuliar 
* knowing theſe things very well, did 
* not diſcover the wickedneſs of his 
* Heart, nor as yet make any Laws a+ 
* gainſt the Chriſtians. Nay, he char- 
ged the People, That they ſhould 1n- 
jure none of the Chriſtians, nor re- 
proach them, nor draw them to Sacri- 
fice againſt their Wills. 

They ſuffered, notwithſtanding, ve- 
ry much in this Interval, as well as at- 
terwards, from the infolency of the 
Heathens, and Jlan's connivance at

bundance of Inſtances. The Heathens, 
ſays he, ranabout the Streets, and aby- 
ſed the Saints with Scurrility and 
Mockery, and omitted no fort of re- 
proachful and abuſive Language. The 
Chriſtians, not being able to bear the 
hard Speechesof theſe Men,reproached 
them again, and ran down that falſe 
Religion which they had in great ve- 


neration. The Heathens, on the other 
| fide, 


InveR. 1, p.88. 
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fide, anſwered them with with Blows, 
and all manner of ill uſage, which he 
there fets down. In ſome places they 
proceeded to the moſt barbarous Out- 
rages. At Aſcalon, and at Gaza, where 
they ripd up Chriſtians, and then 
ſtutting them with Barley, threw them 
to be devoured by the Swine z As 
Gregory obſerves, the firſt Hogs-meat 
of that kind that ever was in the 
World, and fit only for Jxliaz's Devils. 
At Heliopolis there was one Cyril a Dea- 
coh, who in the Reign of Conftan- 
ftine, burning with a Divine Zeal, 
broke many of the Images which were 
there worſhipped : The execrable Hea- 
thens remembring this a&, not only 
killed him, but cutting open his Belly, 
they taſted his Liver. The Hiſtorian 
records it as a Judgment upon thoſe 
that did it, that in a ſhort time after, 
their Teeth, and Tongues, and Eyes, 
drop'd out of their Heads. But, of 
all the reſt, I muſt not omit their uſage 
of Marcus Biſhop of Arethuſa 5 He, 1n 
the Time of Conſtantizs, throwing 
down an Idol Temple, built a Church 
inſtead of it. The People of Arethu/a 
having underſtood Jalian's Aim and 
Intention, ſoon diſcovered their hatred 
againſt 


- of Julian's Life. 
againſt Marcus, who fled for it 5 but 
hearing that ſome of his Friends were 
like to ſuffer upon his account, he re- 
turned and delivered up himſelf to 
that barbarous People 5 who (becauſe 
he would neither rebuild their Idol 
Temple, nor pay the Mony which 
they demanded for it) ſtripd him, and 
beat him, and dragged him about the 
Streets by the Hair of his Head. They 
threw him into Sinks, and ſtinking 
Channels ; after that, they ſet on the 
Boys to ſtab and pinck his Body all 
over with their writing Bodkins ; they 
cut off his Ears with Thread, and 
otherwiſe tortured him ; they anoin- 
ted him over with Oil and Hony, and 
put him in a Net, and hoiſted him up 
in the open Air, in the very heat of 
Summer, to expoſe. him to Bees and 


Waſps, and ſuch miſchievous Inſedts. 


And, at laſt, when they were weary 
of abuſing and tormenting him, they 
would have compounded with him 
for one piece of Gold. He ſaid, No; 
t was the fame impiety to give one 
pal penny: as to give the whole 
um,

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It is obſervable, that this Marcus w 
one of thoſe that ſaved 7ulian, and 
privately conveyed him 2way, at that 
time of danger, which we ſpoke « 
before. Whereapon Gregory has this 
ſharp ſaying 3 *© i'or that one thing 
© perhaps it was, that he jultly ſuffered 
* all this, and deſerved to ſuffer a great 
© deal more, becauſe he ſaved, una 
© wares, ſo great an Evil to the who 
* World. 

Now all this was done, and much 
more, not only without, but againſt 
Law :- whereby it appears, how much 
an eſtabliſhed Religion is valued, when 
the Prince himſelf happens to be © 
another. For that alone authorizes 
the greateſt Violence, and Oppreſlion, 
and Qutrages againſt them that ditfer 
from him. The Heathens, you fee, 
did not ſtay for Laws and EdiQts to 
warrant ſuch Proceedings, which 1n- 
deed they never had at all ; but as 
ſoon as they knew how Fuliar ſtood 
afte&ted, they took that for their Cue, 
to act theſe Tragedies uppn the Chri- 
ſtians. They knew it would pleaſe 
the Emperor, and that was an unwrit- 
ten Law. As Gregory wiſely obſerves

* rity. Upon which account he im- 
putes all this Perſecution to Fuliar: 
himſelf, who being a Philoſopher, a+ 
voided the Name of a Perſecutor ; 
and compares thoſe that injured the 
Chriſtians, to ſeveral Implements of 
Miſchief, but him to the firſt Mover 
who ſet them on work. 

This under-hand Perſecution, was 
followed with one more open and 
publick 3 and though it were not ſo 
very ſevere 1n it ſelf, yet it ſtill encou-

of conceit: with their Religion, by a

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Nick-Name , eſpecially wheri vi 
Bleſſed Saviour himſelf ſuffered < 
much in that kind, as the ſame Fathe 
honeſtly obſerves. In the next plac 
he prohibited the Children of Chriſti 
ans to have any Poetry, Rhetorick, of 
Philoſophical Learning 3 for, ſays h 
according to the Proverb, We are 
with our own Feathers : Or, as Socrat 
expreſſes it, He commanded,by a Lay 
That they ſhould have no Schooling 
or Education, leſt by this Advantage 
they might be better able to oppoſe 
the Diſputants of the Gentiles. Some 
of the Fathers ſay, That he woulc 
ſuffer no Chriſtian Maſters to teach 
and make no mention at all of hi 
forbidding the Youth to learn. Nay 
Falian himſelf fays, That it would be 
an unjuſt thing to bar Children, which 
knew not which way to turn then 
ſelves, from the right way 3 and fays 
expreſly, That their Children were 
not prohibited. Upon this Baroniut 
wonders at the Ecclefiaſtical Writers, 
for ſaying, They were prohibited, 
Biſhop Wm wonders more at him, 


for contradicting all Antiquity. Theſe 
great Men could not ſee a Con(& 
quence, which every poor Hugondt Þ

that comes over, perfealy underſtands. 
For by removing the Chriſtian Ma- 
ſters, he did effectually deny the Chil- 
dren of Chriſtians any benefit of 
WM Learning. For who would ſend their 
I Children to Heathen Maſters, where 
they ſhould be in apparent danger of 
being principled and trained up in 
Heathemſm 2 So that this Liberty 
which he indulged them, was a thou- 
- 8 {and times better let alone; it was one 
of his Traps, and deceitful Favours, 
© wherein conſiſted the true Spirit and 
EGenius of Fuliar's Perſecution. And 
\Fthis has been one of the Modern ways 
Wof extirpating the peſtilent Northern 
Hereſy in France 5 where the Prote- 
Wſtants have bad the liberty, and almoſt 
a neceſlity, of ſending their Children 
o Popiſh Schools, by being allowed 
but one Proteſtant School-maſter, 
here five would have been little 

:nough. He made another Law, That ,,,, 1... 

noſe that would not forſake Chriſtiari- Secrar- 1. 3. 
ty, ſhould have no place in the Guards, ©? 

nor be Governors in the Provinces. 
Wmmediately, as Socrates adds, who 
ere true Chriſtians, and who had 
only paſt for ſuch, were made as ma- 
nifeſt to all Men, as if they had been 
ſet 


InveR- I, p.8 6. 
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ſet upon a Stage. They that were 
hearty fincere Chriſtians, readily threw 
off their Military Girdles, chuſing ra- 
ther to endure any thing, than to de- 
ny Chriſt. Amongſt whom were Fo- 
vian, and Valentinian, and Valens, who 
were afterwards Emperors. Of the 
other ſort, who preferred the Money 
and Honour which is to be had here, 
before true Happineſs, was Erebolins, 
who was always of the Emperor's Re- 
ligion. Under Conſtantive he was an 
hot Chriſtian, and under Fuliar a 
fierce Heathen, and after Fuliar's 
Time, would fain have been admitted 
for a Chriſtian agaih, 

Gregory likewiſe makes mention © 
his Edidts againſt the Churches,to ſpoil 
them of their Endowments, Plate, 
and Publick Stock 5 which was per- 
formed with Military Execution, and 
in ſome places with much cruelty: 
And the laſt was, to levy Money upon 
thoſe that would not Sacrifice, to de: 
fray the Charges of his 'Perſian Expe: 
dition; 


Theſe are all the Laws which I car 
find he madeagain(t Chriſtians; though 
he deſigned far greater Severitie' 

againll 
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againſt them, when he came home a- 
gain from "Perſ/a, He intended, a- 
mong leficr Matters, as Gregory tells 
us, to lay them all under a kind of Ci- 
vil Excommunication, for they ſhould 
bave no benefit of the Law, unleſs 
they would Sacrifice 1n the preſence 
of the Courts of Juſtice ; ſo that what- 
ever Injuries had been done to them, 
they were to have no Remedy. Bur 
to the great happineſs of the Chrilti- 
ans, that day never came, for he was 
killed in *Perſia : but by whom, and 
in what manner, we refer that to a 
more proper place,

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CHAP. Il. 


The Senſe of the Primitive Chriſti. 3 
ans about his Succeſsion. 


Ulian's coming to the Crown, a Pa- 

gan, was a perfect ſurprize to the 
World ; fo that we cannot expe to 
read of any Endeavours uſed to pre- 
vent his Succeſſion, and to fore-cloſc 
him upon the ſcore of his Religion 
There can be no Petitions to Conſtan. 
tius to exclude him, nor Addrefles in 
favour of him 3 No Lives and For- 
tunes raſhly ſtaked down to maintain 
Impoliibilities, to defend Him and 
Chriſtianity together. Theſe thing 
are not to be had, and therefore we 
muſt be content to be without them: 
And the rather, becauſe the Fathers 
have told us as much of their mind in 
this Point, as if they had actually, ei- 
ther Petitioncd or Addrelsd. 


To proceed the more faithfully and 
clearly in this Matter, it will be nece{- 


ſary 
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ſary to conſider how the Succeſſiori 
ſtood, and what Right and Title 7«/:- 
& had toſucceed to the Empire. And 
then, whether the Chriſtians would 
have been willing to ſet afide this Title, 
and to have excluded him, purely tor 


his Religion. 


I. And in the firſt place, there is 
nothing more plain, than that the Em- 
pire was Hereditary : There are not 
words in the World to expreſs 1t more 
plainly, then it is done in theſe fol- 


lowing Teſtimonies. Ex/e- 
bins, : peaking of ConiFantine 
the Great, hath theſe words ; 
©Thus the Throne of the 
Empire deſcended to him 
t from his Father, and by the 
© Law of Nature was reſer- 
*ved for his Sons, and for 
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* their Poſterity, and was to deſcend 
© for ever as another Paternal Inheri- 
© tance does, To which we ſhall ſub- 
join as plain a Teſtimony from an 
Heathen. Eimenizs, in his Panegyrick, Nor fortuits 
to the ſame Conſtantine, beſides a great hominum con- 


ſenlio, non re- 


deal moretothe ſame purpole, tells him; pentizus ali-

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© it was not any ſudden effe& of their 
* Favour which made you a Prince. 
© You gained theEmpire by being born 
©:into the World ; which ſeems to me 
* the firſt and greateſt Gift of the Gods

* dy for him, which others can hardly 
© attain with all the toyl and labour of 
* their whole Lives. Now if Conſtan- 
tine the Great was born to the Empire, 
{o} was J/iar, having the ſame Royal 
Blood Howing in his Veins 3 being the 
Grand-ſon, as the other was the Son, 
of Conſtartius Chlorus, Aﬀer ſuch full 
and pregnant Proofs, it would be 
time 1]! ſpent to heap up more ; ſuch

To 
pleaſe theſe Men if we can, let us a- 
gain conſider that Clauſe of Exſcbine m 
the place laſt mentioned, where he 
ſays, That the Empire was cntailed, 
ous prrws, by the Edit of Na- 
ture z which I think is the moſt ſure 
and divine Settlement that can be. But

If this will not do, 
know not what meaſyre of Divine 
Right will ſerve their turn, unleſs they 
would have a Crown to drop trom the 
Clouds. And Julian pretends to no 
leſs than that, 1n his Epiſtle to the

Jews ; where he makes them large 
Promiſes of Quict and Safety under 
his Goyernment 3 © That, fays he, en- 
<3oying this Security, you may enlarge 
*your Prayers for my Reign, to God 
*the Creator of the World, who has 
Tj exe» © youchſafed to crown me with his own 
ory ts? © unſpotted right hand. 

2. And yet the Fathers had the 
Conſcience to ſet aſide ſuch a Tittle as 
this, and would have done an hun- 
dred more ſuch, to ſecure their Reli- 
gion. They were not ſo happy in- 
deed, as to be before-hand with Tub- 
ar, and to get him excluded ; becauſe, 
as I ſaid betore, there was not the lealt 
ſuſpicion that he had changed his Reli- 
gion 3 but they ſhew their good-will 
ſufficiently by what they ſaid and did 
afterward. If they had nq occaſion to 
make their Application to Conſtantin 
about this Bufineſs while he was here, 
will it not do full as well, if they call 
after him to Heayen, and expoſtulate 
the Matter with him there. And this 
Gregory does in ſeveral places ; In the 
very beginning of- his InveFive, which 
he made preſently upon Fulian's death, 
Afrer he has ſummoned all Nations to 
hear his Speech, all that dwell in the 

{Ei | World, 
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about his Succeſſron. 
World, all People, Tribes, and Lan- 
guages, all Men that are or ſhall be : 
And that his preaching might go the 
farther, all the Powers of Heaven, all 
the Angels, whoſe Work it was to de- 
ſtroy the Tyrant, who had not killd 
a Sihon King of the Amorites, nor an 
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Og the King of Baſbar, but had kill'd "1-749 


the Dragon, the Apoſtate, the great 
Deligner, the common Enemy and 
Adverſary of all, &c. He applics 
himſelf particularly to Conſtantive - 
© Hear, O thou Soul of Conſtantius 
* the Great, (if you can hear at all 
* what we ſay) and the Souls of all 
* Chriſtian Kings before him 5 bur his 
* eſpecially, for as much as having 
*grown up with the Inheritance of 
* Chriſt, and enlarged it to his Power, 
* and eſtabliſh'd it by a long continu- 
* ance, ſo as to be upon this account 
* the moſt renowned of all the Kings 
5 that ever were,(O the miſchiet of it ! ) 
* he committed a groſs miſtake very un- 
* worthy of his own Piety : Not be- 
*1ng aware of it, he bred up for the 
* Chriſtians an Enemy of Chriſt. And 
* he did amifs to be good-natured in 
* this Inſtance only, in ſaving and mak- 
*ing him a King, who was both 1ll- 

C 4 ſaved, 
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© ſaved, and made an ill King. And for 
* this reaſon he is likely to be moſt de- 
* lighted, as with the Deſtruction of 
* Impiety,and the Reſtoration of Chri- 
* ſtianity, ſo likewiſe with this Specch, 
Which 1n the next words he dedicates 
to God, as a Thankſgiving Oration, 
and a Sacrifice of Praiſe ; fo folemn it 
is. Now here is enough to {hew that 
Conſiantins would never have made 
Julran, Ceſar, nor have ſet up an Enc- 
my of Chriſt over the Chriſtians, if 
he had known him to have been 
ſuch. 

But the ſame Father will-give us bct- 
ter Meaſurc 1n another place, in theſe 
words ; © Fulian was preſently Hcir of 
* his Brother's Kingdom, but not of 
* his Piety 3 and not long after of him 
* likewiſe who made him King ; who 
* partly gave way to it, partly was 
* forced by Death, and ſuffered fuch a 
* defeat, as was miſchievous and per- 
© NICIOL the whole World. What 
£ hav MT done, O Divineſt Emperor, 
' and greateſt lover of Chriſt ! {for I am 
fallen to reprehending you, as if you 
*were preſent and mn hearing: ab 
* though I know you to be much a- 
* bove my reproof, being placed with 
, ? God, 


about bis Succeſſun. 
* God, and inheriting the Glory which 
© is there, and are only gone from 
© hence to exchange your Kingdom ) : 
* What ſtrange kind of Counſel 1s this 
* which you have taken, who did far 
* excel all other Kings in Wifdom and 
* Underſtanding! And after he has 
magnified him upon ſeveral accounts, 
he thus proceeds: 

* You,who were led by the Hand of - 
© God into every Counſel and Enter- 
* prize, whoſe Wiſdom was admired 
* above your Power, and again your 
* Power more than your Wiſdom, but 
*your Pijery was valued above them 
* both: How comes it ta paſs there- 
* fore, that in this Matter you ſhould 
* appear the only ignarant and 1incon- 
© ſiderate Perſon ! What haſte was 
* there of that cruel kindneſs 2 Which 
* of the Devils ſtole in along with you 
* at that Conſult? How have you 'Amv3yom 
* thus, in a ſmall and ſhort point of 217% 
* Time, brought and delivered up to a 5 Sure 
5 common Cut-throat,your great Inhe- 74 wen: 
* ritance, and your Fathers Glory, I 
*mean the Chriſtians, that ſhintong 
* Nation which is 1n all parts of the 
* World; that Royal Prieſthood, which 
© has 
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© has been encreaſed with much toi] 
5 and much ſweat ? 

To this Accuſation of this good 
Emperor, he preſently ſubjoins an 
Apology, and ſhews at laſt, that what 
he did was through Ignorance 3 © For 
© who could be ignorant, even of thoſk 
© that knew him but indifferently, how 
© that for the ſake of Religion, and for 
© the love and good Will he bare to us, 
© he not only would have neglected 
© him, or the Honour of his whole 
© Family, or the Addition of an Em- 
© pire; but alſo that he would have 
© made no difficulty of parting with 
© his very Empire, and all things he 
F had in the World, and his Life i 
* felf (then which no Man has any 
* thing more precious) for our Secu- 
Frity and Safety. And after a great 
deal more to the ſame purpoſe, he ſays 
thus ; © But ſimplicity and plain-hear- 
© tedneſs are not watchful, and weak- 
© neſs is joined with good Nature ; and 
© who are freeſt from Wickedneſs, leaſt 
*{uſpeCt it. For this reaſon, what 
© would come afterwards, was not 
* known, and the Maſque was not 


© diſcovered. 
In 


In this remarkable Paſſage, we have 
all this for our preſent purpoſe. 


I, Thatthe making of J=liana Ceſar, ——_ r 
by which means he had an eaſy Paſ- 775% 
age to the Crown, for it wasthe next 75; Camuia 


ſtept to it ) was a raſh, fooliſh, and 


inconſiderate Aion ; that it was cruel Somewhat like 
and inhumane, and fit only for ſome 97 Prince of 


Devil to adviſe. 


this Action, was not becauſe he uſurp'd 
afterwards upon Conſtantivs, or upon 
any other Conſideration whatſoever, 
but purely becauſe the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion ſuffered by it. 

And, 3. that Conflantins can be no 
otherwiſe excuſed, than by his igno-' 
rance of Jxliar's defeftion from Chri- 
ſtianity. 

And all this not nakedly ſet down, 
and coldly delivered, but with an 
Emphaſis, and the greateſt vehemency 
imaginable. He does not ſay, Con- 
ſtantius was to blame for this 3 but he 
calls him to account for it, he follows 
him with Interrogatories, and bids 
him anſwer from Heaven what he has 
done. He does not barely fay, That 
if Conſtantine had known Fuliar's Re- 
ligion, he would not have made him

Chriſtiahs 
Ceſar ; but he ſays, that he would 
have diſinherited his whole Family 
firſt, he would have parted with hi 
Empire, he would have ſtripd him 
ſelf of all, and loſt his Life rather 
than have done it. And accordingly 
we find, that as ſoon as Conſtantins un- 

_ derſtood his Error, he bitterly bewail. 
ed it, which was juſt at his Death. He 
could not know it much ſooner ; For 
after Fulian was declared Emperoy, 


and had ſet up for himſelf, 
Ammianus tells us, © He (till 
* feigned himſelf a Chriſtian, 
* And though 1n private he 
© performed his Heatheniſh 
*Rites, truſting ſome few 
* with the ſecret, yet he pub- 
*lickly went to Church on 


© Twelfib-day, and after he had been 
* devout at the Service, he came away 
* again, This was at Vierna, not quite 
ten Months before the Emperor' 


vs To return to what we were ſpeak- 
Mx ing of before, Gregory ſays, That Con- 
90 ſtantius made his excuſe in many words, 
Wy both to God and Man, for his kind- 
bv neſs to Fulian ; and ſhewed the Chri- 

{tians, with much earneſtneſs, the Con- 
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about his Succeſſion. 
cernment he had for the true Religion. 
This he did at his laſt gaſp, when 0- 
therwile it was all one to him who had 
the Empire, for he had done with it. 
And in another place, and upon a dit- 
ferent occaſion, ' he has theſe words. 
* They report Conſtantins repented him 
*at his laſt breath, when every Man is 
*a juſt judg of himfelf, becauſe of the 
* Tribunal, which is in the other 
*World ; for theſe three things he ac- 
* knowledged were evil and unworthy 
* of his Reign 3 the {laughter of his 
*Kindred, and his declaring of the 
* Apoltate, and his innovating in Mat- 
* ters of Faith. And with theſe words 
* in his Mouth he is ſaid to have gone 
* out of the World. This is ten times 
more than if Conſtantins had attually 
excluded Fuliar, for he might have 
done that, and been ſorry for it at his 
Death 3 as Men generally are for all 
the Attions of their Life, in which 
they are not ſatished. Butnow he re- 
pents him upon his Death-bed, where 
Men's Eyes are open, and they uſually 
have their ſobereſt Thoughts about 
them, that he had not done it, and 
reckonsit in the number of thoſethings 
which have blackned his Reign. 2

be altered for the ſafety and ſecurity of 
the true Religion, which 1s contr: 
to what cheſs Fathers aſſert with &« 
much vehemency : In that caſe I hav 
theſe two reaſonable Requeſts to make 
to them. 

I. That they would pleaſe to con: 
fute this Dorine which they diſlike, 
and prove it falſe. 

And then, 2. that they would never 
hereafter fetch their Mountebank Re 
ceipts of Prayers and Tears, and ſuch- 
like Encouragements to Arbitrary 
Government, of which I ſhall fay 
more anon, out of the Writings of 
theſe very Fathers ; but let them pals 
from hence-forth for dangerous and 
Ant 
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Anti-monarchical Authors. Whom we 
can the better ſpare at this time, be- 
cauſe the whole Chriſtian World was 
of the ſame mind. Which, by the 75% Am.Mar- 
way, Iuliaz underſtood very well ; —— 
for what elſe made wad (- to Church? is the paſſage

fion to a Pagan Succeſſor, that they 
could not endure him, when he was 
become their lawful Emperor. 

How fond they were of him, and 
what welcome they gave him to the 
Crown, and in how great heavineſs 
they were at his Death, ſhall appear 
at large in the following Chapters.

\ Nd here a - Man-may almoſt loſ 
himſelf in the great variety « 
Inſtances, which may be given of their 
Hatred and Contempt of Juliar, when 
he was Emperor. How' they 
proached him and his Religion to hi 
very Beard 3 beat his Prieſts before hi 
Face, and had done him too, if he had 
not got out of the way 3 prayed fo 
his Confuljon, and triumphed at hi 
Death, and loaded his Memory with 
the greateſt diſgrace & Infamy. Theſe 
things will better be ſeen in the Hi- 
ſtory -and Relation of the Matter c 
Fact : which I ſhall put into the bell 
order I can, by giving an account of 
what was done 1n his Life-titne, and 
then all that concerns his Death, and 
after that, how they uſed his Me 


mory. 
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Their Pehaviour, &c. 2 7

© him certain Victory. And after hy 
« Victory, he deſigned the ruin of the 
* Chriſtians, and threatned .to fet up 
* the Idol of Venus 1n the Chriſtia 
* Churches. Marching on with the 
* Threatings, he was overcome by one 
* fingle Man in Berea. This Man wa 
* indeed in other reſpets an eminent 
© Perſon, for he was Governor there 
© but his Zeal made him more emine 
* For ſceing his Son warping toward 
* the falſe Religion, which then p 
© vailed, he turned him out of Doc 
* and publickly difinherited him. But 
* he coming to the Emperor, who uv 
* but one Stage from the City, declared 
* to him, both his own Perſwaſion, and 
* how his Father had diſinherited hin 
* Fulian bid the young Man ſet hi 
* Heart at reſt, promiſing that he would

* him munch, calling him Impious, Apo

* him again with his Blindneſs, and 
* ſaying, Your Galilzan God will nc 
*cure you. But Mars replied to the 
* Emperor, with more boldneſs that 
* before, ſays he, I thank God fe 
* (triking me with Blindneſs,that Ima 
not ſce thy Face, who art thus falle: 
* mto Impiety. The Emperor faid nc 
*© thing to this, but he perſecuted hit 
* grievoutly afterwards. And the age 
Biſhop, I ſuppoſe, had .more wit that 
to expect any other. 

It would be endleſs to reckon uy 
the Sayings, of Tuventinugs and Ma 
mw, whole Anniverſary Sermot 
St. Ghry/oſtome in his Time preach'd a 
Antioch ;, of thoſe Souldiers that were 
trapan'd into Sacrificing, by one of F 
liar's Stratagems 3 and of many othe 
wha did not ſpare him in the leaſt

CHAP. IV. 
Their Aions. 


Aving ſhewed you, the manner 

at leaſt, how they treated him 
in Words, I proceed now to ſome of 
their AGions, which make manifeſt 
their hatred to him, and how they 
held him in the very loweſt degree of 
Contempt.

* ſtruck; rhe Chaplain with his Fiſt, ſay- 
* ing, that it would not cleanſe, but des 
* file him. J{zan ſeeing what paſſed, 
* ſent him away to a Gariſon lying by 
* a Dcfart, and gave order that there 
* he ſhould ſpend his days. But in a 
© Year, and a few Months time, he was 
* made Emperor, in reward of his 
* Confefiton. For the Righteous Judg, 
* not only rewards thoſe that are con-

* come, but ſumetimes he preſently 
* gives them the recompence of their

© contempt of him, amongſt many o- 
©<ther, both thoſe Archers, and their 
© Commander, are a proof, whom he 
* brought againſt our Church ; as ej- 
© ther to take poſſeſſion of it, or to 
© deſtroy it : For having affaulted ma- 
*ny others, he came hither likewiſe 
« with the ſame intent, and imperiouſly

Book. For I have often tried to make 
this beating intended for the Captain 
of the Archers, and have been ready 
to make Solzciſms in the Greek, to a- 
void the greater Soleciſme of an Empe- 
ror of the World, awed and terrified 
with the fear of a kicking, But it 
will not do; it is too late for me to 
conſult Jzlian's Honour, or to alter 
Gregory's words. 

And that you may be ſatisfied this 1s 
the ſenſe of them, I have here ſet 
down the Comment of a Metropolitan 
of Crete, who was a better Grecian 
than I ever expect to be.

Here you have the deſcription of 
one of the Lachrymiſts of old, who 
at fourſcore and ten, and after he had 
been thirty five Years a Biſhop, was 
an Over-match for a Pagan Emperor ; 
and having vanquiſh'd him, and won 
the Field, kept it as long as he lived, 
which was about nine Years after J#- 
lian's Death. And which is more than 
that, The Garlands and Trophies of 
this Victory are hung up 1n the 
Church by the hands of another Bt- 
ſhop, to ſatisfy the expeCation of a 
number of good Chriltian People, 
Baſil the Great aſſiſting at the Cere- 
mony. | 

And now know I no more than the 
Pope of Rowe, what to make of all 
this, what they meant by it, or upon 
what Principles theſe Men proceeded. 
Whether the Laws of their Country 
allowed them (which I am ſure the 
Laws of our Country do not allow a 
Man to imagine) to offer Violence to 
their lawful Emperor z or whether old 
Gregory diſtinguiſh'd, and did not re- 
fiſt F#liar, but only the Devil, which 
his Son ſo often tells us was in him z 
Or how it was, 'I will never ſtand 


gueſſing. Only this we may be aſſured 
of,

of, that none of theſe Biſhops had ever 
been 'in Scotland; nor had. learn'd to 
fawn upon an Apoſtate, and a mortal 
Enemy to their Religion. 


CHAP. V. 


Their Devotions. And firſt of their 
Pſalms. 


Heſe Paſſages which we have hi- 

therto related, were in common 
converſation, 1n the Streets and Mar- 
ket-place, in the Court and abroad in 
the World ; where the Chriſtians might 
chance not to have their Religion a- 
bout them, and ſo ſhew themſelves 
Men of like Paſtions with other Men ; 
but when they po to Church,andenter 
upon Holy Ground ; or when-ever 
they make their Addreſſes to God in 
Prayers and Praiſes, there one may ex- 
pect to ſee the flights of their ſelf-de- 
nying and ſuffering Religion. There 
one may juſtly expe& they ſhould lay 
aſide all their Animoſity againſt F«- 


an,

lizr, though he were their Enemy, 
and for that reaſon pray the harder for 
him. Yes, ſo they do, the wrong way 
they cannot fing a Pſalm, but t 
make his Confuſton the Burden of it. 
And as they order the Matter, their 
Prayers and Tears are the Arms of the 
Church indeed, for they are Darts, 
and Arrows, and Fire-brands, and 
Death. If moving all the Power, and 
ſolliciting all the Vengeance of Hea- 
ven againſt a Man 3 if calling for the 
Sword, and the wa. £ypt, be 
praying for their Pagan Emperor, the 
give hin enough of that, as you ſhal 
ſee anon in their own words. 

I ſhall begin with their Pſalms, 
which I ſhall ſet down ſo, as not to 
omit the Circumſtances I find with 
them. |

many freſh Executioners, as no Age

*and. chearful Countenance. This

© and no Body elſe puniſhd upon that 
account. FJulian it ſeems did not 
care to have that Pſalm any oftne 
repeated 3 which he might very rex 
ſonably expe, when ſo much Cruel. 
ty could not make a Youth to alter hi 
Note. 

To this I ſhall only add, what Thes 
doret calls it, a memorable Story of at 


incomparable Woman : © For even thi:

* madneſs, being armed with Divi 

© Zeal. Her Name was Publia, and ſhe 
© was Mother to Fohr, who was' oftei 
« choſen to be Biſhop of Aztiech, but

* pins, which promiſed Virginity fot 
« Life, and was always finging Praiſe 
© to God her Creator and Redeemer.

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CHAP. VI.

Come now to their Prayers and 
Tears, of which Gregory gives us 


'a large account. He ſays, They fol- 


lowed Hezekiab's Example, who ap- 
plied himſelf to God againſt Serache- 
rib with good ſucceſs. And he infi- 
nuates, that they had more reaſon to 
do it, becauſe they had no other way 
to help themſelves. * This did Heze- Inve3. 2. 
t kiah, who had great Forces about #74: 
him, who was King of the great Ci- 
* ty Feruſalem,who perhaps might have 
* beat off that numerous Enemy by 
* himſelf. But we who had no other 
*Weapon, nor Wall, nor any other 
Defence left us but our hope in God, 
fas being altogether deprived and cut 
ſhort of all humane Aid, whom elſe 
could we have, either to hear our 
* Prayers, or to prevent what was 
| threatned, but God, who ſwears a- 
@ painſt the Pride of Jacob, And pre-

ſently after he gives us an Account of 
thoſe Cries which they ſent up to God, 
© in ſome of them invocating him as a 
© Lord and Maſter, in others complain- 


©ing as to a kind Father; in others a- 


* 92in, as if they upbraided and expo- 
© ftulated with him, as Men in trouble 
*uſe to do. O God, why haſt thou re- 
© jected us for ever 5, why # thy Wrath 
* ſo kot againſt the Sheep of thy of the ? 
* Lift up thy Hands againſt their 
* © Pride, &c. We challenged the Sword, 
* and the Plagues of Egypt 3 and we be-

Hitherto Gregory 
ſpeaks in the plural Number, as if 
others had joined in theſe Prayers 
with him: Nevertheleſs, becauſe he 
ſays afterwards, Theſe were my former

In the - forementioned Oration, at 
his Father's Funeral, you may remem- 
ber that Gregory praiſes him for his 
contempt of Julian, of which we 
gave you an account before ; and for 


contributing to his deſtruction.

If ever the Chriſtians were in 
cold Blood, ſure they were at old 
Gregory's Funeral, for it was ſeveral 
Years after Fulian's Death : And yet 
you ſce, that even then his oppoſition 
to Fuliax ſerves to embalm his Memo- 
ry. It was thought to be ſo much for 
his honour, to help to pray Julian to 
Death, that a great part of the Con- 
gregation had been diſappointed, it

no mention had been made of it; as 
appears plainly from the Preface to 
this Paſſage before cited. So that in 
that Age the beſt Prayers and Tears 
were thoſe, which did beſt execution 
upon an Apoſtate Emperor, and con- 
tributed moſt to his deſtruction.

Fter Julian had reigned about 
nineteen Months, which the 
Chriſtians thought very much too 
long, he mct with an untimely Death, 
and they with the anſwer of their 
Prayers. For when he had been ſome' 
time in "Perſia, his Army being __ 
denly attagued by the Perſeazs, 
made ſo much haſte from place to =_ 
to relieve thoſe Troops which were 
molt hotly engaged, that he forgot his 
Armour 3 and while he thus expoſed 
himſelf, he was ſtruck with an Horſe- 
man's Spear, which pierced his Side, 
and ſtuck in the bottom of his Liver ;

Or 
would take them to be the Apoltates 
one while reproaching him, rufflin 
with him, and vexing every Vein 1 
his Royal Heart ; another while fayir 
all their Prayers backwards, and 
ling down Vengeance upon his Head 
ater that, dancing and leaping 
joy at his Death, and infulting ove 
his Mcmory. But for the name « 
Chriſtians, he had better have falle 
amonglt Barbarians. And yet he 6 
ten put them in mind of their Chriſt 
anity too : Herold them, when the 


of theſe Chriſtians. 
complained of any Oppreſlion ; * It 


*is your part, when yu are il] uſed, to 


© bear it, for this 1s the Commandment 
* of your God. But they flurt at 
*him for this, and ſay, He makes a ve- 
*ry wiſe Speech, and this he remem-

And in conclu- 
lion, they come with their Diſtinctt- 
ons, and tell him, © That he muſt not 
"think to driveall Men up to the top 
'and pinacle of Vertue. For there 
*are ſeveral commands in the Goſpel,

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RefleFions on the Behaviour 
* ( which are no more than Counlſels of 
* Perfection) which bring honour and 
© reward to them that keepthem,but to 
* thoſe that do not keep them,no manner 
* of danger at all. Is not this the right 
courſe to interpret and gloſs away all 
their Duty ? In a word, they ſeem to 
have broke all the Meaſures by which 
all the Ancient and Suffering Chriſtians 
have gone in all former Perſecutions 

The plain truth of the Matter 
this ; Their Caſe differed very much, 
and they were in quite other Circum 
{tances than the firſt Chriſtians we 
When 7ul;an eame to the Crown, he 
tound them in full and quiet poſlefhor 
of their Religion, which they had er 
joycd without interruption for almoll 
htty Years, and which was ſo ineſtim 
ble a Bleſling, that they had plain] 
undervalued it, if they had not do 
their utmoſt to keep it. And then tt 
have this Treaſure wreſted out dl 
their hands, by one that had been bred 
up in the Boſom of the Church, whe 
protelsd himſelf a Chriſtian, and ne 
ver pulld off his Maſque, till it wa 
too late for them to help themſelves; 
this was enough to raiſe, not only all 
their Zcal, Hut all their indignation 
tO0, 
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of thoſe Chriſtians. 
too, Whereas the poor Primitive 
Chriſtians of all, were born to Perſe- 
cution, they neither knew better, nor 
expected it. They profeſſed their new 
hf Religion, as 1n ſome places they pro- 
al pounded new Laws, with an Halter 
about their Necks.

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will be again amongſt good Men,when 
they have crols'g the tempeltuous Sea 
of this World, and are ſafely landed 
in the Regions of Light and Immox- 
tality. For what Gregory ſays of Con- 
ſtantins, was true of many others; 
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RefleFions on the Behaviour 


* Never any Man in this World fet his 
* Heart ſo much upon any other thing, 
* as he did to fee the Chriſtians flow 
*riſh, and to have all the advantags 
* of Glory and Power. And neithe 
* conquered Nations, nor a well-go 
* vernd Empire, nor great Treaſure 
*norexceſs of Glory, nor being Kiny 
* of Kings, nor being ſtd fo, nor al 
* other things, which make up othe 

Men's Notion of happineſs, did « 
* Iight him ſo much, asro have the he 
*nour of bringing Honour to tht 
* Chriſtians, and of leaving them eſt 
* bliſh'd for ever in the poſleſſion « 
* Power and Authority. And Me 
that valued the eſtabliſhment of the 
Religion at this Rate, would not eafil 
part with it. Now for Fulian, wit 
by his Baptiſm firſt, and by cntring 1 
to Orders after, and by his going tt 
Church aticr that, ſufficiently engaget 
himſ-If to maintain Chriſtianity, 
endeavour on the other hand to di 
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"of theſe Chriſtians. 
poſſeſs them of their Free-hold, was 
an inſupportable injury. 

Is there no differetice, I- appeal to 
all the World, between being turn'd 
out as Sheep among Wolves, which 
was the deplorable; but unavoidable 
caſe of the firſt Chriſtians, and bcing 
worried by one of their own Flock > 
Has a Man no more Right nor Privi- 
ledg after he is Naturalized, than when 
he was a Stranger, or Alica, or ac- 
counted an Enemy ? Do not the ſame 
Laws, which forbid Men to invade 
other Men's Rights, enable them not- 
withſtanding to maintain and detend 
their own 2 Theſe are the plain and 

Ipable differences between the State 
of the firſt Chriſtians, and of thoſe 
under Fulian, 


To ſum up all in one word ; The 
firſt Chriſtians ſuttered* according to 
the Laws of their Country, vw hercas 
theſe under Julia were periccuted 
contrary to Law. For it is manit-ſt 
that Jlzan opprefied them in a very 
lllegal way. He did not fairly enact 
Sanguinary Laws againſt ther for 
their Religion, but he put them to 
Death upon Shams, and pretend:

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Crimes of Treaſon and Sacriledg. He 
dreſſed up an Accuſation of Treaſon 
againſt Juventings and Maximws 5 and 
though they died for their generous 
Zeal, and hearty Concernment for 
Chriſtianity, he gave out, and com- 
raanded it to be noiſed abroad, That 
they were puniſh'd for Treafonable 
words, 

The other Sham of Sacrilege S.Chry- 
foflom acquaints us with in thele 
words, © It any one, 1n former Times, 
* when Godly Kings had the Govern- 
© ment, had euher broken their Altars, 
* thrown down their Terpples, taken 
* away their Oblations, or done any 
* ſuch thing, he was preſently hurried 
*away to the Tribunal ; and ſome- 
© times the Innocent were executed, 
* whea they were only accuſed. The 
truth of which Jalzaz himlclt confirms 
in his own Writings; where he ſays, 
*Let no Man diſtruſt the Gods, when 


* he hears how ſome have done deſpite 


*to Images and Temples. For have 
*not, mary {t1in good Men, ſuch as

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Times 3 it 1s a reigning Religion a- 
monegſt us, and I hope will never be 
otherwiſe while the World ſtands, 
And therefore I much wonder at thoſe 
Men, who trouble the Nation at this 
time of the day, with the unſcaſona- 
ble preſcriptions of Prayers and Tears, 
and the Paſlive Obedience of the The- 
bean Legion, and ſuch-like laſt Re- 
medies, which are proper, only at 
ſuch a Time, as the Laws of our 
Country are armed againſt our Reli- 
gion. What have we to do with the 
Thebzan Legion ? Bleſſed be God, who 
has made the difference ; but IT ask 
again, What have we to do with their 
Example? Are we to Sacrifice, or 
go to Maſs to Morrow, or elſe to have 
our Throats cut ? Are we under the 
Sentence of Death, according to the 
Laws of our Country, if we do not 
preſently renounce our Religion ? 
Poor Men they were ! and though 
they died as glorious Martyrs, 1n re- 
ſpe& of their Religion, yet they died 
as Criminals, and MalefaGors, in the 
Eye of the Law. I hope many good 
Proteſtants would make a ſhift to die 
for their Religion, though it may be 
not with the gallantry that theſe Soul- 
diers

diers did, if they were in the like fad 
Circumſtances, and had the Laws a- 
gainſt them 3 but till then, they throw 
away their Lives, and are certainly 
weary of them, if they praftſe any 
ſach Paſlive Obedience. And the 
truth of it is, we juſtly deſerve to be 
ſo uſed, as the Thebaan Legion was, 
and moreover to be loaded with the 
Curſes of all Poſterity, if we ſuffer 


, Our ſelves to be brought 1nto that con- 


dition. For that can never happen, 
but by our own treachery to our Re- 
ligion, in parting with thoſe good 
Laws which proteCt it, and in agree- 
ing to ſuch as ſhall deſtroy it. 

When a Man is condemned by God 


'and his Country, in a due courſe of 


Law, 1t 1s time for him to die, and he 
ought willingly to ſubmit to the Laws 
of the Land, (for every Man enjoys 
the benefit and protection of them 
upon thoſe terms ; and Fob lays down 
a great Rule of Equity, when he asks, 
Shall we: receive Good Things at the 
Hand of God, and not likewiſe Evil? ) 
But if a Man be illegally aflaulted, in 
the way of Violence and Affaſiinati- 
.on, he may uſe all lawful Remedies to 
defend himl(elf,

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Of Paſſive Obedience. 
It is a currant Notion among the 
Fathers, that we ought to ſpare our 
Perſecutors, and not ſuffer them to be 
guilty of Murder. Gregory gives that 
as a very good reaſon of Marcw's 
flight from Arethuſa, And St. Chryſe- 
ſtom introduces David, ſpeaking after 
this manner, when he fled from Saul, 
and as the Scripture tells us, had Go- 
liab's great Sword with him, and put 
himſelf into a poſture of Defence : 
It is better for me to be miſerable, and to 
ſuffer more hardſhips,than that Saul ſhould 
be condemned by God for the Murder of 
an Innocent Perſon. And that he meant 
no more, than only to prevent the 
effuſion of Innocent Blood, appears 
by the ſeveral Opportunities he had to 
have cut off Sazl, but the ſenſe of his 
Duty made him abhor the leaſt thought 
of it. He only ſought his own ſafety 
and preſervation, which he could not 
abandon, without being acceſſary to 
Sarul's murdering of him. There is no 
qyeſtion, but it 15 every Man's, Duty 
to prevent the murder of any Inno- 
cent Perſon, and eſpecially of him- 
{clf, by all the ways and means, which 
the Laws of God, and of his Country, 
do allow 3 and if he do not, he is a 
kind 
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kind of felo de'ſe, and guilty of his 


own murder. We are to ſuffer Perſe- 
cution (-& JYov 2H ) if need be, as 
St. Peter's words are,and not <clſe. Now 
I humbly conceive, being the Writ, 
de Heretico Comburendo is taken away 


in time, and the Laws protect us in 


our Religion, that it will be a very 
needleſs thing to go to Smithfield, and 
there be burnt for an Heretick. 

And o far it is fit to inform the Po- 
piſh Crew ( for we have no apprehen- 
ſions of Perſecution from any other 
Quarter) leſt they ſhould be miſta- 
ken in the goon JIteſtant Religion 
of our good Church, as Coleman calls 
It in his Declaration. No doubt they 
would beſtgw more good words upon 
us, if we Would be all Paſſive Prote- 
ſtants ; for then the fewer aCtive Pa- 
piſts would ſcrve to diſpatch us. But 
moſt Men are ſatisfhed,that Arch-biſhop 
Abbot's Doctrine was much more the 
good Proteſtant Religion of our good 
Church, than Dr. Sibthorp's; and 
that Dr. Munwarine was Orthodox 
when he Recanted, but by no means 
when he preached his Pulpit Law. For 


' that Name the Great and Loyal Lord 


Fanlkland, long before the War broke 
Our, 
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out, was pleaſed to beſtow upon fuch 
miſchievous flattery 3 which he then 
complained had almoſt ruined the 
Nation, and it can never be good for 
any thing elſe in any Age. And yet the 
Arbitrary Doctrine of thoſe Times did 
not bring any great terror along with 
it, it was then but a Rake, and ſerved 
only to ſcrape up a little paltry Paſfive 
Mony from the Subject, but now it is 
become a Murdering-piece, loaden 
with no Body knows how many Bul- 
lets. And that the Patrons of it may 
not complain that it is an exploded Do- 
Grine, as if Men only hooted at it, 
but could not anſwer it, I ſhall ſtay 
to ſpeak a little more to it. 

*'Tis true, this Doctrine cannot dil- 
cover its malignity under his Majeſty's 
Gracious Reign, which God prolong 
and proſper, who has been pleaſed to 
give the Nation the ſecurity of his 
Coronation Oath, which we know all 
Proteſtant Princes value and look up- 
on as Sacred, and likewiſe of many 
Gracious Promiles,that He will govern 
according to Law. But in caſe we 
ſhould be ſo ſharply puniſhed for our 
Sins, as to fall under a Popiſh Succeſ- 
for, then this Bloody Doctrine will 
have 
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have the opportunity to {hew it (elf in 
its own Colours, and we may then ſee, 
and it may be, feel the ſting of it. 

For, firſt, I ſuppoſe theſe Men will 
allow a Popiſh Succeſſor, when he is 
jn- polleſtion, to be a Lawful Magi- 
ſtrate 5 becauſe, according to them, 
it is not lawful, no not for the King 
and Parliament, to exclude him. 

2dly, 1 ſuppoſe that this Lawful 
Magiſtrate will per/ecute Proteſtants 5 
for by ſo doing, he does God and the 
Church good Service, he merits Hea- 
ven 3 he cannot better teſtify the truth 
and reality of his-Converfion : Nay, it 
he does not perſecute Hereticks with 
Fire and Sword, he lies at the Pope's 
Mercy to have his Kingdom taken 
from him; and further, he is in dan- 


ger to be ſoſeryed, asthe two Hemries 


of France were. However, becauſe 
ſome Perſons are ſo happy as to be- 
heve that he,will not per/ecute/! no 3 he 
will prote& the Church of England as 
Itis now eſtabliſhed by Law, and be 
a Mighty Detender of the Faith ; I 
ſhall be contented with what every 
Body muſt grant, that he way perſecute, 
that the thing is poſlible, 
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3dly, Tn this cafe all Proteſtants 


cannot fly, they will not be all in 
travelling caſe ; and if they were, the 
Ports may be ſtopt, the Writ ze exea 
Regnum may be ſervd upon them; 
and beſides, many may be perſuaded 
that they ought not to fly, and leave 
their Native Country naked and de 
fenceleſs, and expoſe it to a Conqueſt; 
they may likewiſe believe it a thing 


of very ill Conſequence, perdere Pa 


triam, which no Man in Emgland 
bound to do. 

4thly, Now we are taught in this 
Caſe, That if Men do not over-run 
their Country, there is nothing but 
Death or Damnation at home ; or,as it 
is in their own words. * Neither doth 
© the Goſpel preſcribe any Remedy but 
* flight, againſt the Perſecutions of the 
* lawful Magiſtrate, allowing of no 
© other mean, when we cannot eſcape 
* betwixt denying, and dying for the 
© Faith, 

What the Goſpel preſcribes is one 
thing, what it allows is another 
there are ten thouſand things allowed 
by the Goſpe], not one of which kB 
preſcribed by it, Inditements, Ap- 
peals, ſuing for Tythes 3 in a _ 
a 
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all humane Conſtitutions, which are 
hot morally Evil. But it ſeems the 
Goſpel does not ſo much as allow any 
mean, when we cannot eſcape by 
flight, betwixt denying and dying for 
the Faith. As for denying the Faith; 
that is down-right Deſtrudion, both 
of Body and Soul, and therefore is 
not to be thought of, as being the far 
ater extremity of the two. And 
o welcom Death ! But by what Law 
muſt we die? Not by any Law of 
God ſurely, for being of that Religi- 
on which he approves, and would 
have all the World to embrace, and 
to hold faſt to the end. Nor by the 
Laws of our Countrey, where Protc- 
ſtancy 1s fo far from being Criminal, 
that it is Death to deſert it and to turn 
Papiſt. By what Law then ? By none 
that I know of, but Paraſites, Syco- 
phants, and Murderers may. For it 
s plain, that every Proteſtant, who is 
perſecuted to Death in theſe Circum- 
ſtances, is barbaroully murdered. If 
they can tell us therefore, who it is, in 
that Caſe, that ſhall have Authority 
to commit open, bare-faced, and 
down-right Murders, they will then ' 
diret us where to pay our Paſlive

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Obedience. It would be the horrideſ 
{lander in the World, to fay, that any 
ſuch Power is lodged in the Preroga- 
tive, as to deſtroy Men contrary to 
Law. The Prcrogative 1s no ſuch 
boundleſs bottomleſs Pit of Arbitrary 
Power and Sclf-will, but it 1s I:mited, 
ſtated, and certain, and as well known 
as other parts of the Law ; and it s 
fit it ſhould be fo, that the Subjcct may 
not offend againſt it. It 1s the Glory 
of the Crown, and is intended to he 
for the Benefit, Quiet, and Safety of 
the People, to ſave innocent Lives, and 
not to deſtroy them. There 1s no 
Authority upon Earth above the Lay, 
much leſs againſt it 5 and that this Do 
tor might have ſeen, ifhe had pleaſed 
to have read on 1n that very Chapte 
of Bradon, which he makes uſe d 
without citing the place. What he 
ſays concerning the King 1s very true, 
and readily acknowledged by every 
Engliſh Man 5 Omms ſub co eſt, & if 
ſub mille, nift tantim ſub Deo.

do that, as David ſays of an Anointed 

King, ard be gniltizſs So that if a 

Mai be reduced to thoſe Straits, as 

either to loſe his Life, or contra 

Guilt by keeping it, he ought to die, 

and his time 4s come. But this mult 

needs be a rare Cafe, which can ſeldom 

happen z for bad Princes are hardly 

Ever 
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ever known to ſtoop ſo low, as to be 
the Executioners of their own Cruel- 
ty, they generally reſerve themſclves 
for a better Oikce, And how far 


Men may endeavour not withſtanding 


to ſave themſelves, without breach of 
their Allegiance, and of that true 
Faith and Loyalty which they ought 
to bear of Life, and Limb, and ter- 
rene Honour, if they have a mind to 
know, they may ask advice. 

But though we are out of our pain, 
as to this fir(t difficulty, yet ſtill there 
s nothing but deſpair lett behind 3 
for hin that eſcapeth the Swerd of Ha- 
zael, ſhall Jeha ſlay; and him that 
eſcapeth from the Sword of Jehu, ſhall 


Eliſha ſay. For we aretold, that the DP. s. 


Goſpel, by its own Confellton, * is a 
* Suffering Doftrine, and fo far from 
'being prejudicial to Ceſar's Authori- 
{ty, that it makes him the Viniſter of 
(God, and commands all its Profef- 
{ſors to give him, and all that are put 
'in Authority under him, their Dues, 
*and rather die than reſiſt them by 
*force. At this rate, under a Popiſh 
Succeſ(lor, the Lives of all Proteſtants 
ſhall lie at the Mercy of every Juſtice 
of Peace, Conſtable, or Tything-man, 

G 3 who 
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who ſhall have Catholick Zeal enough 
to deſtroy them. Every Commillion- 
Officer, and Janizary, ſhall kill and 
ſlay without reſiſtance. I never knew 
this before, that our Throats were the 
Dues and Perquilites of their places, 
and that another Man is bound to 
ſtand ſtill and ſuffer himſelf to be 
murdercd, while they only give him a 
caſt of their Oftce. We readily ac 
knowledg, that no Inferior Magiſtrate 
is to be refiſted in the exerciſe of his 
Office, ſo far as he is warranted by 
Law ; but illcgal Force may be repel: 
lcd by Force, 1t you will believe Brs 
Gon, who has theſe words; Ez qui 
zult wviribus uti, erit wiriliter reſiſten- 
durr, Who hkewiſe tells us, Armorun 
guedam ſunt tuitionis 5 which he afte! 
calls, Arma pacis & juſtitie,n the hand 
of private Men for their own De- 
tence 3 and adds, Pnod quis ob tutelan 
ſni corporis fecerit, wel ſui juris, juſit 
feciſſe videtur, This is 1n the Cale of 
violent Diſleylin 5 and I hope a Man' 
Life is his moſt valuable Free-hold, of 
which it he be diſſeyfed, he ſhall hard: 
ly be reſtored by any legal Remedy 
afterward,

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All the World knows that it is a 
misfortune for a Man, in his own law- 
ful Defence, to kill another, but it is 
neither Murder nor Felony ; whereas 
it is Murder even in a Magiſtrate to 
kill any Man, if it be not done in due 
courſe of Law. And through the 
helpot God, though we cannot hin- 
der the Papiſts from being Idolaters, 
we will endeavour to keep them from 
being Murderers, they ſhall not have 
that to anſwer for too. 

Is the Doctor ſerious, and in car- 
neſt, when he teaches and preaches up 
Paſſive Obedience for Evangelical in 
this Caſe ?2.

If the Doftor looks upon theſe as 
excepted Caſes, why did he not except 
them 3 why *did he not particularly 
except the Caſe of a Popiſh Succeſſor, 
the Miſchiefs of which, it has been the 
care of ſeveral Parliaments to prevent, 
and of which we have ſuch a diſmal 
proſpect, that it makes every honeſt 
Man's Heart to ake.

it is my hearty defire that they may 
find themſelves choak'd. For where 
is it faid, in the Word. of the Lord, 
which theſe Men cannot go beyond, 
that the World was made only for 
Banditi, or that we are to yield up 
our ſelves to Cut-throats and Aſſaſh- 
nates, which the Papiſts have ever 
been to poor Proteſtants 3 and how 
many hundred thouſands they have 
maſlacred I know not 3 bur this I 
know, that they never did, nor ever 
will maſſacre more or leſs than juſt as 
many as they can.

3dly, It is very odd they ſhould 
quote this ſcrap out of Gregory's 1z- 
veives, Believe me, they muſt look 
out very ſharp, who could find out 
ſuch a Daiſy as this in a whole Field 
of Nettles. For never were two ſuch 
Thunderbolts in this World ſent after 
a Perſecutor, as thoſe two Speeches 
are, 
4thly, Whether they did not make 
uſe of ſome few other Ingredients, be- 
hdes Tears and Prayers too, in their 
Compoſition againſt a Perſecutor ; I 
refer my ſelf to the Matter of Fact 
related in the former part of this 
Book. 

And, laſtly, T do earneſtly deſire 
them to take heed, how they recom- 
mend Gregory's Prayers and Tears tothe 
World 3 for, I declare, they are no 
better than Treaſon by our Law :

Chief Juſtice *Pembertor, That Pope- 
ry is a Religion ten times worſe than all 
the Heatheniſh Superſtitions. Which is 
ſo great a Truth, .and fo ſeaſonable, 
and coming from fo great a Man, that 
it deſerves to be written in Letters of 
Gold. 

And if Popery be ten times work 
than all the Heatheniſh Superſtitions; 
then I am ſure we do no worſe than 
the Primitive Chriſtians, it we have 
ten times a greater averſion for a Po 
piſh Succeſlor, than they had for thei 
Fultan. And yet if it be but equal, | 
think it will ſerve the turn: and there- 
forc it will be ſufficient to prove Po 
pcry as bad as Paganiſm 3 though if in 
{9 doing I prove it much worle, I can- 
not help thar. 

It would be endleſs to run through 
all the Particulars of both theſe Religt 
ons, and to compare them together, 
I ſhall chuſe therctore to inſiſt upon 
thoſe things wherein they mainly a- 
grec, and wherein they are removed 
at the greateſt diſtance from Chriſtia:

There cannot be a fuller Charge of 


"Polytheiſm than this is, which is here 
drawn up againſt the Papiſts, for ma- 
king Gods of the Saints; nay, for 
making as very Devils of them, as 
ever any of the Heathen Gods were. 
From which they cannot clear them- 
ſelves, with their lewd diſtin@ion, as 
the Homily calls it, of Latria & Dulia, 
for it is evident that the Saints of 
God cannot abide, that as much as 
any outward wozhipping be done 02 
erhtbited to them. 

And to attribute ſuch deſire of dt- 
vine Honour to' Saints, ts to blot 
them with a moſt ovious and devitiſh 
ignominy and villany, and indeed of 
Saints, to make them Satans and 
very Devils, whoſe p2operty ts to 
challenge to themſelves the- honour 
which ts due to God only. 

So far the Papilts are even with the 
Gentiles Idolatry, and as deep in Po- 
I3theiſme as they : But tn many points 
alſo they have far exceeded them tt all 


wickedneſs, fooliſhneſs, and on 
artt- 
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Particularly fn this they paſs the pag. 53- 


folly and wickedneſs of the Gentiles, 
that they honour and woxhip the Re- 
liques and Bones of our Saints, 
which pzwve that they be moztal Yen 
and dead, and therefor no Gods to 
be worhipped, which the Gentiles 
would never confeſs of their Gods 
fo2 very ſhame. And after a great 
many ridiculous practices of theirs, in 
reference to theſe Reliques,are reckon- 
ed up, the Homily concludes that they 


are, not only mo2e wicked than the Pas: 54+ 


Gentiles Jdolaters, but alſo no wiſer 
than Aſſes, Hozes, and Yules, which 
have no underſtanding. 


I have been the more copious in 
theſe Citations, to ſhew that this is the 
ſtanding Doctrine of the Church of 
England, to which all Orders of the 
Clergy have all along {ubſcribed ; and 
is not one Doctors Opinion, or the 
conceit of any private Man. But be- 
cauſe the Judgment of our Heretical 
Church ſignifies nothing to Papilts 3 
who will hkewiſe be ſure to treat us 
as ſuch when time ſerves, though now 
they have the treacherous 1mpudence 
to pretend a mighty Zeal for us, when

the other hand, it is Blaſphemy to a- 
ſcribe that to them, then which we 
cannot aſcribe any thing greater to 
him. And this knowledg of under- 
ſtanding and fcarching Men's Hearts, 
the Papilts not only imply in their 
praying to Saints and Angels, and de- 
Cree in their Councils, but they open- 
ly avow it likewiſe in their Writings, 
and will prove it by Scripture it ſelf, 
Cardinal Perrone tor one, amongſt 
many others, proves that the Saints 
know Men's Hearts, becauſe they are 
cqual to the Angels : and the Angels 

alluredly 
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aſſuredly know them, becaule they re- 
joice at the Converſion of a Sinner ; 
which 1s the inward change of a Man's 
Mind, and lies very decp, even at the 
bottom of the Heart. But far Ic 
charity than the Angels burn withal, 
and a much ſmaller degrce of Knows- 
ledg than they really are cnducd 
with, will ſolve this Pharomeron. For 
cannot ſuch filly Wretchros as we, be 
glad of the converſion of a Sinncr,v:ho 
was given for Ipſt, though we never 
faw him in our Lives; if we be atlured 
of it by a very good Fricnd, who 
likewiſe was himſcIfthe h: app'y Author 
of this Converlion, and invitcs us to 
congratulate the good ſucccts of his 
care and pains in it 2 And that this 1s 
the very caſe of the Angels Joy, [I 
will venture to rcfcr it to any Man 
that will but once read over the tirft 
ten Verſes of the +x5!þ Chapter of 
St, Luke. They IiKeV '' argue from 
Eliſha's Heart gong with (ct: CY nd 
from his diſcovering the King of 
Sjria's Counſels, But, i. theſe were 
Actions and Words, whicl: arc notmng 
near ſo private as Thoughts. And 
then, 2. there 1s no conul quence, 
from the extraordinary p.rſormances 


__ 
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of Saints and Prophets, evabled and 
inſpired by God, to wafer an ordinary 
and conſtant power and faculty of 
doing ſuch things, at all times. Have 
the Saints and Angels Preſcience, be- 
cauſe Prophets have been ſome times 
enabled to foretel Things to come? 
Have they the power of railing the 
Dead, and of doing ſuch Miracles, 
as are plainly the Finger of God, be- 
cauſe God has been pleaſed, at ſome 
times, to make Men his Inſtrument 
in the performance of theſe mighty 
Works ? One would be —— of 
fuch Reaſonings, and yet they have 
{till worſe. For ſome of them take 
itil], that in denying Invocation of 
Saints and Angels, we will not allow 
them ſo much knowledg as the Devil 
has. Well, for gzght I know, they 
may hereafter have a new ſet of Gods, 
and from woxthipping thoſe, which as 
the Homily fays, they transform into 
Devils, by ſetting them up as the Ri- 
vals of God, they may fall to courting 
thoſe which have made themlſclves ſo ; 
who it ſeems have one qualification 
towards Invocation, For who knows 
where Apoſtacy from God will end ?

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Secondly > The Matter of their 
Prayers to Saints and A ngels makes 
them Gods, by giving them ſtill more 
Divine Attributes. 75"

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We grant they do not offer the $a- 
ciifice of the Maſs to the Saints, but 
tothe Trinity : So that they offer the 
Son of God to himſelf; and accord- 
ing to the uſual decoruw, which they 
conſtantly obſerve in that awkerd 
Religion, which is made to ſpite the 
Reaſon of Mankind; As our Saviour 
once heretofore ſat at the Table dil- 
courling, and lay fowring 1n twelve 
ſeveral Mens Stqmachs at the ſame 
time, ſo now he 1s every day, in Per- 
{on, both the Sacrifice 1t felt upon 
Earth, and the God in Heaven to 
whom it 1s offered. None, but ſuch 
a Fool as I am, would ſtand arguing 
and diſputing with theſe Men 3 whom 
all the Reaſon upon Earth can never 
diſtreſs, by reducing them to Impollt- 
bilitics or Abſurdities, when they own 
and profeſs theſe Abſurdities and 
Contradictions of their own accord: 
it would certainly be more wiſdom, to 
go and preach, as Venerable Bede once 
cid, to g heap of Stones. But to 
proceed nevertheleſs, Are not we to 
take it for a great favour, that they do 
not offer the Great God of Heayen in 
Sacrifice to Thomas of Becket « The 
Gentiles 
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Gentiles Idolaters were ſo far from of- 
fering F#piter in Sacrifice to any petty 
God, that I never yet read, that they 
offered him in Sacrifice to himſelf. 
There 1s no conſequence at all in this 
reaſoning 3 The Papiſts do not offer 
the Sacrific2 of the Viaſs to Saints and 
Angels, but only to the Trinity, there- 
fore they do not make Saints and An- 
gels Gods. For had not the Heathens 
proper Sacrifices for Jupiter, which 
were ſacred only to him ? and yet this 
did not deſtroy the Divinity of the 
other Deities. It makes no more dit- 
terence amongſt the Gods, nor aflects 
their God-head any more, to have 
this or that particular Sacrifice, offered 
or not offered to them, than it "did 
for A&/culapius to have a great Beard, 
and his Father Apollo to have none 
at all, 


Laſtly; The Papiſts may pollbly 
ſay, That there is great difference be- 
twixt the Gods of the Pagans, and 
the Saints which they honour and 
worſhip: the former having been 
lewd Men, and ſometimes tcigned 
Perſons ; the latter bcing ſuch as we 
Hereticks pay ſome reſpect to, though 
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not enough. I ſhall not now enter in- 
to the Mcrits of that Cauſe, but refer 
them to a great Prelat of our Church, 
who has told them, That they Wor- 
ſhip Saints in Heaven, and Saints in 
Hell, and Saints that are 1n neither 
Place,nor ever were in being. Though, 
by the way; I cannot find any ſuch 
great difference betwixt Romulus and 
Ionatins Loyola ;, the one having been, 
in his Time, the Governor of a Den 
af Thieves, and the other the Captain 
General of the Modern Bandin : and 
It is all one to me, whether they wor- 
{hip the Nine Muſes, or the Seven 
Sleepers, for {till the Polytheiſm re- 
mains the ſame.z they have "indeed 
changed their Gods, but not their Re- 
l1g10n.

plaid, it is not enough thus to deck 
Idols, but at the laſt come in the 
Janeſts themſelves, itkewiſe decked 
with Gold and J2earl, that they may 
be meet Servants fo2 ſuch Lo2ds and 
Ladies, and fit wozhippers of ſuch 
Gods and Goddeſſes. * And with a 
ſolemn pace they paſs fo2th befo:e theſe 
Golden JItippets, and fall down to 
the G20und on their Yarrow Bones 
befoze theſe Honourable Inols, Sc. 
And elſewhere you have a large Dut- 
courſe, ſhewing, That their Rites 


any Ceremonies, in honouring and 
wIY- 
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worſhipping of the Images,02 Saints, 
be all one with the Rites which the 
Gentiles Idolaters uſed fn honouring 
their Inols. In Pflgrimages to vilit 
Images, which had more Holineſs 
and Vertue in them than others: In 


their Candle-Religion, burning In- Pag. 5r: 


cenſe, offering up Gold to Images, 
hanging up Crouches, Chains, and 
Ships, Legs, Arms, and whole Yen 
and Women of TWUar, betoze Ima- 
ges, as though by them, o2 Saints, 
(as they ſay) they were delivered 
from Lameneſs, Sickneſs, Captivt- 
ty, 02 Shipwzack. In ſpreading a- 
broad, after the Example of the Gen- 
tiles Idolaters, lying and feigned Mi- 


racles of Images. Such an Image ** 5* 


was (ent from Heaven, like the Palla- 
dium 02 Diana of the Epheſians : 
Such an Image was bzought by An- 
gels. Such an one came tit ſelf far 
from the Eaſt to the TUeſt, as Dame 
Fortune fled to Rome. Some Ima- 
ges, though they were hard and ſto- 
ny, yet fo2 tender-heart amd pitty, 
wept. Some ſpake moze monſtrouiſly 
than ever did Balaam's Aſs, who han 
Life and Breath in him. Such a 
Criple came and ſaluted this _

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of Oke, and by and by he was 
inade whole, and loe, here Hhangeth 
his Crouch. Such an one 11 a Tem- 
peſt vowed to Saint Chriſtopher, aitd 
ſcaped, and behold here 1s his Ship 
of Wor. Such an one, by Saint 
Leonard's help, brake out of Piſon, 
and ſee where his Ferters hang. And 
infinite thcuſands moe .Yiracles, by 
like 02 m92; ſhameleſs Lies were re- 
poten. And to conclude, The Pa- 
pilts ſerve themſelves of thoſe very 
ercuſes which the Oevil heretofore 
put into the Youths of the Gen:tles, 
to palliate their [dolatry. So tliet by 
making uſe of the ſame Pretenccs and 
Anſwers, 'it is plain, that thev be all 
one with the Gentiles Idalaters, 
Theſe things hitherto are ſpoken 1n 
reference to the worlhipping of Ima- 
ges ; and then as to their worſhipping 
the Hoſt, the Rubrick, after the Com- 
munion, declares, that it 1s Ifolatry 
to be abhozred of all faithful Chaiſtt- 
= Which has been always the Do- 
C&trine of our Church, notwith(tand- 
ng the 1gnorant Cavils of ſome Men, 
as apvears by the Homies, where this 
Doctrine was never of {contmiued. The 
Papiits 19norance oft the Sacrament is

-\$0 much- for the Doctrine ofthe 
Church of Ezgland, which I hope 
will not ſeem ſtrange or new to the 
meaneſt Reader ; for I am ſure-all the 4rricle Ch. of 
People of England ought to have bin —_— 
inſtructed and perfect 1n it, any time 
this hundred Years and better, 


2. And now I ſhall undertake to 
prove the Papilts to be as blockaſh I- 
dolaters as ever were in the World, by 
irrefragable and uncontreulable Au- 
thor itic $, 
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thorities, ſuch as they muſt either own, 
or renounce their Popery 3 and they 
are, their own Maſs-book, the Ro- 
man Catechiſm ſet out by the Decree 
of the Council of Trezt, and the Ro- 
man Pontifical. 

And, 1. I ſhall ſet down all the 
ſorts of Idolatry, which are enumera- 
ted by the Roman Catechiſm. 

And then, 2. prove them to be 
guilty of thoſe very things, which 
they themſelves acknowledge to be 
—_ Idolatry, and old Heathen Ido- 
atry. 

In their Explication of the Second 
Commandment, they have theſe 


Rem. Catechiſ, words, * It 18 manifeſt, that two ways 


* eſpecially, as to this Precept, the 
* Majeſty of God is very much 1nju- 
©red. The firſt is, If Idols and Ima- 
*oes are worſhipped as God ; or if any 
« Divinity or Vertue be believed to be 
* in them, for the ſake of which they 
* are to be worſhipped, or that any 
* thing is to be deſired of them, or 
* that any truſt is to be pat in them, as 
* was done heretofore by the Gentiles, 
* who placed their hope 1n Idols, 
*which the Scripture every where re- 
* proves. The other is, If any one 
* endea- 
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of Popery and Paganiſm. 
* endeavour to repreſent the form of 
* the Divinity in any kind of Work, 
*as if it could be ſeen with bodily 
* Eyes, or expreſled by Colours or Ft- 
* gUTeES. 

To begin with the firſt Inſtance of 
Idolatry, to worſhip Idols or Images 
as God : by which if they mean wor- 
ſhipping an Image, with a perſuaſion 
that it is God ; truly that 18 a very low 
diſpenſation, which very few, if any, 
of the Heathens were under. And 
ſuch an imputation as this, they al- 
ways look'd upon as an horrid ſlander 
upon their Religion. If any Papilt 
had charged the Heathens with it in 
Falian's Time, he would have returned 
him this anſwer. * O thou Block-head, 
© How can we chulſe but account them 
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fStocks and Stones, which the hands #r42-m<#. 


© of Men have faſhioned 2 Doſt thou * '** 


{think that the accurſed Devils lead 
all other Men by the Noſe, as they 
© do thee, ſo as toeſteem them to be 
* Gods, which are their own Work- 
* manſhip? Or it they mean by thoſe 
words, the worſhipping of Images, 
with the ſame honour and devotion 
as God himſelf, even this the Heathens 
renounced. Fmnlian gives this account 
ot 
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of the reſpe&t which they paid to Imi- ' 


ges, whereby you may perceive a wide 
difference betwixt- that, and the ho- 
nour which they gave to their Gods, 
F«11an.1t:4, Says he, * Wholoever is a lover of his 
* King, or Child, or Father, 1s de- 
© lighted with their ſeveral PiQtures, 
* and pleaſed in looking upon them: 
* by the ſame reaſon, he that is a lover 
* of God, is pleaſed and delighted in 
© looking upon the Images of the 
* Gods, at the ſame time worſhipping 
© and dreading the Gods, who ſee him, 
© but are not ſeen. Now who but a 
Sot, has the ſame reverence and pangs 
of Love for theſe dead Pictures, as he 
has for the Perſon of his Prince, or 

for his Relations themſelves ? 
Let that be as it will, I am ſure the 
modern Pagans will never be able to 
 _  acquit themſelves of ten times more 
——_— ſtupid Idolatry, when they worſhip a 
car.p.185. To- contemptible Wafer, which is hardly 
ws Chriftus fit to ſeal a Letter, with a Full perſua- 
Sacramento, fion, that it is not only a perfect and 
—_— compleat Man, but lixewiſe the great 
Dei & Homi. God of Heaven. An Heathen Idol 
nis, look'd like ſome Body 5 and being 
- apo placed, as St. Auſtin ſays, in an honou- 
Pref Queſt. ;, Table ſublimaty, having the vers likeneſs 
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of Popery and Paganiſm. 
of Limbs and Organs of Senſe, though 
it really were without Life and Senſe, 
yet it might affect weak minds,and ſeem 
to them to live and breath : But never 
was there ſuch a blunder before in the 
World, as to miſtake a deſpicable patch 
of Bread, yea, though it have a Cru- 


cifix printed upon it to help the Ima- 


gination, for the Living God who 
made Heaven and Earth. No Man 
can forbear ſcorning, and ſpeaking 
contemptuouily of this deſpicable and 
deteſtable Idol. For though a ſmall 
piece of Bread has an honourable place 
in the Creation, and a much more ho- 
nourable place in the Sacrament, 
where we remember vur Saviour by 
it 3 yet, when it comes to be made a 
God, it is vilely degraded, and be- 
comes an Objett of nothing but Scorn 
and Derifton, of Hatred and Deteſta- 
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tion. As St. Gregorys words are, Greg. Naz,

2aly, That this ſorry ' Wafer, this 
contemptible Idol, is likewiſe to be 
worſhipped with the ſame adoration, 
which 1s due to the true God, is the 
- expreſs determination of the Council 
of Trent, with a Curſe to all them 
that ſhall ſay the contrary. And ac- 
cordingly they make thoſe Addreſles 
to the Hoſt, which are enough to a- 
ſtoniſh a Man, and fill him with the 
greateſt horror and amazement. In 
the middle of the Prayer, Dews Pater 
fons &* origo totins bonitatis, 8c. 1s 
this Rubrick ; * Here let the Prieſt 
*bow himſelf to the Hoſt, ſaying, I 
© adore thee, I glorify thee, I praiſe 
© thee with all the power of my Mind 
* and Heart, and pray thee not to for- 
© ſake thy Servants, but forgive us our 
* Sins. If this were not directed to 
the Hoſt, tze Rubrick ſhould have 
come 1n betore theſe words, Luan ego 
indignus kic in manibus mejs teneo.

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And Biſhop Coverdate, who tran- 
ſlated the Canon of the Maſs, affirms, 
That the Prieſt here ſpeaks in this 
manner to the Hoſt, and asks why

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former Inſtance. And that the Pa- 
piſts are likewiſe guilty of Idolatry in 
this particular, I (hall make as clear as 
any Demonſtration in Exclide, with 
the help only of this one reaſonable 
poſiulatum, That there 1s all that Divi- 
nity and Virtue 1n a thing, which 1s 
put into it, Now let any one read 
the Conſerration of a New Croſs, or 
a Piture of the Crucifix, and he will 
be fatisfied, that there is Divinity and 
Virtue enough put in them to juſtify 
the wor{hiping of them. * We beſeech 
© thee, O Lord, Holy Father, Almighty 
Everlaſting God, that it may pleaſe 
© thee to bleſs this Sign of the Crols, 
* that it may bea Saving Remedy to 
* Mankind. Let it be folidity of 
* Faith, proficiency of good Works, 
© Redemption of Souls. Let it be a 
© Comfort, and Protedion, and ſafe- 
* onard again{t the cruel Darts of the 
© Enemies, through Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord, @&c. And after the Bithop has 
ſaid this, and another ſuch Prayer, 
and uſed ſcveral powertul Ceremonies, 
and endued the Wood with ſo many 
Divine Virtues, he may well do, as the 
Rubrick directs at the end of the Of- 
fice. 
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fice. * Then the Biſhop kneeling be- T 


* fore the Croſs does devouriy adore it, 
* and kiſs it 3 the ſame do all others 
* that have a mind, 

There” is no Man living can make 
an eſtimate of that infinite Divine 
Virtue, which is in the Paſchal Taper, 
that very tall 1dol, being thirty ſix 
foot long. For in the Conſecration 
of the New Fire (very well worth the 
reading) which is to light this Paſchal 
Taper 3 They pray, that whoſoever 
ſhall carry away Light from it, may be 
illuminated with the Lig:t of Spirit N1 
Grace, Now this Light, well hu(- 
banded, may convey Grace to all the 
World. But I (hall never be reconct- 
led to that ſcurvy Rubrick, which di- 
rects to ſprinkle this New Fire with 
Holy Water ; with which, yf it were 
never (o little too laviſhly Þ! eft, the 
World is indanger of being left grace- 
leſs, and 1n the dark. 

And yet, for ought I know, there 
1s a little Idol in a String, which may 
have as mach Divinity and Virtue in 
it as any of them; and that is a Pe- 
toral Croſs, over which they fay this 
Prayer.

athly, And as for the laſt Inſtance, 
which is, putting their Truſt, and place- 
ing their Hope in Images or Idols ;, If 
the Papilts have no. hope 1n theſe Idols 
which I have named, it is a ſign they 
have no Faith 14 them, and are as ve- 
ry Infidels as we. So much for the 
firſt branch of 1dolatry. 


Secondly ; The other is, 1f any one 
endeavour to repreſent the form of the 
Divinity in any kind of Workmanſhip, 
as if it could be ſeen with bodily Eyes, 
or expreſſed by Colours or Figures, 

This, as the Roman Catechiſm adds, 
was the Idolatry of the Heathens : 
who, as St. Paul excellently ſays, cha- 
ged the Glory of the incorruptible Ged, 
into the ,ſumilitude of Birds and four- 
fected Beaſts, and creepizg things. Theſe 

Men 
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Men want nothing but to have all 
the Bibles in the World in one heap, 
which I am certain they would burn 
with as good a Will, as our People do 
once a Year their Palt-board Pope : 
For then they might go to work, and 
make a new Bible ; and then St. Paul 
might ſay excel/ertly what they had a 
mind to have him. In the mean time 
they have found out this uſctul expe- 
dient, to [tifle and ſuppreſs any part 
of . Scripture, which makes againſt 
them : and that they have ſhametully 
done in this place. They afterwards 
allow the [/rae/ites to be Idolaters, for 


changing their Glory into the ſimilitude Pal. 106.26; 


of a Calf that eateth Hay; and the 
Heathens in this place, for changing 
the Glory of God into the ſumilitude of 
Birds, and Beaſts, and creeping Things. 
Now it is true, they do not trade in 
this ſort of Imagery, and therefore 
they are willing that it ſhould paſs for 
Idolatry. But St. Paz!'s firlt in{tance 
of Idolatry, in this very Patlage, 
which they have ſhametully mangled, 
is changing the Glory of the [ncorruptible 
God, into the likeneſs of an Image of 
Corruptible Man : The abſurdity —_— 
| O 
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of St. Payl expreſſes by an elegant 
Antitheſis. But this falls heavy upon 
their own bald-pate Images, and their 
Monſter Head with three Faces, and 
the other with an Imperial Crown on 
his Head, giving his Beniſons with his 
two fore-fingers and Thumb, and that 
which fits with a Crucifix reſting on 
his Knees, and a Dove upon it 3; and 
to name no more, that ſame, which 
the honeſt Iconoclaſt found buiſy in 
creating the World, .in a blew Coat, 
bare-foot and bare-legged, and mark- 
ing out the Sun and Moon with a pair 
of Compaſles; and therefore they 
make no words at all of that part of 
the Text, which condemns theſe hor- 
rid Diſguifes of the Deity. What, 
dare they not quote an entire Text 
of Scripture to their own Prieſts, for 
this Catechiſm is written for their In- 
ſtruction : No, nor in truſty Latine 
neither , which hides ſo many of 
their Cheats from the Eyesof the com- 
mon people ? | 

Nay, then I do not wonder at it 
any longer, that there was once a 
Vulgar Language, ſpoken above four 
hundred Years in a Catholick Coun- 
try, 


St am a "tit. Fas a. — 
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try, which never was worthy to have 
the Second Commandment in it. That 
great Antiquary, Mr. Lambert in his 
Notes upon the Preface to King Alu- 
red's Laws, has long ſince told the 
World, that he never met with that 
Commandment in any Copy that is 
written in the Saxon Language, By 
theſe practices we may ſee, that the 
Papiſts know themſelves to be Idola- 
ters, as well as we can tell them. But 
becauſe they wipe their Mouths, antl 
deny it, and endeavour to ſhuffle it 
off by nice Diſtintions, I ſhall. not 
think much to examine them. 


Firſt, They ſay, * They do not x:m.Carcch. 
© break this Commandment in expreſ- p- 399: 


* fing the ſeveral Perſons of the Tri- 
* nity by Signs, which have appeared 
«either under the Old or New Teſta- 
*ment. Of which they give the An- 
cient of days in Darmel as an In- 
{tance, 


Secondly, They ſay, © That theſe 
© arenot Pictures of the Divinity ; but 
* only that ſome Properties or Actions, 
© attributed to God, are declared by 
5 them, In 
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In anſwer to the firſt of theſe 
Excuſes. 


Firſt, Let them then fairly confeſs 
themſelves Idolaters, for making thoſe 
Pictures of God, of which they have 
neither Sign, nor ſhadow of a Sign 1n 
Scripture. For under which Teſta- 
ment did their Monſter-head with 
three Faces appear ? than which, ne- 
ver did any Egyptian or Indian God 
make ' a worſe Figure. Or out of 
which Teſtament did they copy their 
other Pictures of the Trinity, that 
with a Crucifix on his Knees, or that, 
where they fit all three a-brealt ; 
where our Saviour has Holes in his 
Hands and Feet, that you may know 
him from the Holy Ghoſt, for other- 
wiſe they are as like as the two Soſtas 
in Plaut#s : Had they theſe out of Di- 
miel? And one or other of theſe aba- 
minable Images of the Trinity, we 
had formerly in every Church, as the 
Compilers of the Homilies tell us ; 
who, though they be not allowed as 
Doctors, may nevertheleſs ſerve for 
Teſtihers, 

2dly, 
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2dly, If a Scripture Sign be the on- 
ly Authentick Original of a Chriſtian 
Image or Picture, then are theirs all 
Idols : tor I never ſaw any of thoſe, 
which they pretend to copy from 
Daniel's Dream, but varied cxtreamly 
from the Original. They add very 
much in ſome things, and in others 
they take away. They picture the An- 
cient of Days like an Old Man there 


is no ſuch word as eMar in Daniel : nan. 9. 9, 


Then they give him all the Lineaments 
of a Face, and a Beard, purely out of 
their own Invention : And then, as 
for the Drapery, the Painter himſelf 
6 the faſhioner, for there is nothing 
more of it mentioned in Daniel, than 
the Colour of the Garment. In a 
word, the Lines and proportion of 
the Body, the Face and Features, are 
altogether as the Painter pleaſes. If 
Men had not been ſtark mad of Idola- 
try, they would never have catch'd 
thus at the Shadow of a Dream, and 
gone to work furniſh'd with no bet- 
ter Inſtruftions, than with the de- 
ſcription of Eternity, of the colour 
of a Head of Hair, the colour of a 
Car» 
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Garment, and the poſture of fit- 
ting. 

The Jews might as well have taken 
hints from eMoſer's Metaphorical Ex- 
prefſions of the Hand, and Arm, and 
Finger of God, and much more from 
his own ſpeaking to them, to have pi- 
Qured God in a humane Shape 3 

Deut.4. 12, from which they are ſo often and fo 
15,25- ſtrictly forewarned. 

And then, as for all thoſe awful 
expreſſions of Majeſty, wherewith 
the Ancient of Days 1s attended in 
Daniel, which are fit to make all the 
World fear and tremble before him, 
they are all left out in their Pictures. 
His Throne was a fiery Flame, and his 
Wheels burning Fire. A fiery Stream 
iſſued and came forth from before him : 
Thouſand thouſands miniſtred to him, 
and ten thouſand times ten thouſand 
ſtood before him : The Fudgment was 
ſet, and the Books were opened, All 
this glorious repreſentation of the 
Ancient of Days, is dwindled into a 
ſolitary decrepid Old Man, who 1s no 
more like Danzel's Deſcription, than a 
Mouſe 1s to a mighty Monarch. 
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3dly, Theſe Sign-Painters ſhew the 
worſt Judgment that can be, in chu- 
ſing their Pattern out of Daniel. For 
every Body knows, that Prophetick 
Dreams and Vihons, and the Schemes 
of their Language, and their Deſcrip- 
tions, are more wide from the thing 
it ſelf, and more unlike, than the 
harſheſt Metaphors that ever were in 
the World. Flouriſhing Kingdoms 
are repreſented in that Book by 
Rams Harns, and Goats Horns : 
which would make very unintelligible 
Pictures of Kingdoms, and would 
certainly require a Label to tell what 
they are. And therefore for Men to 
fetch the Picture of God out of ſuch 
a Book, where beſides, above two 
thirds of their Picture 1s a perfe& 
Blank, is to do juſt like Children, but 
not with their Innocency, who, ra- 
ther than fail of a Baby to play with- 
al, will make 1t of a Clout. 


Secondly, Their other Excuſe is ;

© perties, or Actions, attributed to 
* God, are declared by them. 

To this I Anſwer ; 
1ſt, That not only their common 
People, but all Papilts call theſe the 
Images of God the Father ; of which 
we have. an inſtance in the Margyn of 


- this Catechiſm, (which 1s as great an 


Authority as I cite it for ) where it is 
called Dei Patris Imago. And if no 
Body is ſo rude and ignorant, as to 
think the Divinity is expreſſed by 
thoſe Images, ( as the Catechiſm ſays ) 
Why then is every Body ſo rude and 
ignorant, as to call them by that 
Name? For an Image of God the Fa- 
ther, muſtbe an Image of the Divini- 
ty, or an Image of nothing: for I 
hope he never aſſumed Humanity. 
2dly, Further, it is undeniably 
plain, that the Perſon of God the Fa- 
ther is declared by theſe Images, and 
not any Properties or Actions. For 
would not he blazon a Picture of the 
Trinity very-improperly, and like an 
Heretick, who ſhould fay 5 There is 
the Holy Ghoſt, and that is God the 
Son, and the other is Eternity, or in- 
hinite Wiſdom ? So that if a Picture of 
our 
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our Saviour ſtands for his Perſon, and 
the Dove, &-c. for the Holy Ghoſt, 
ſo does this Old Man for the Perſon of 
God the Father. | 
3dly, To let the *Papiſts have their 
own way, I affirm, That the very de- 
claring of the Properticsand Actionsof 
the Deity by Images, was the Idolatry 
of the Heathens. For when they 
made an Image of Jupiter, they did 
not pretend that it was the very Fi- 
gure of his Divinity, but declared 
ſome of his Properties and Actions. 
And to prove that theſe Images were 
inſtruftive, as the Popilh are pretend- 
ed to be, I ſhall only give this In- | 
ſtance. The ſame Jupiter was pittured Plutarch a 
in Crete with no Ears, and by the La- ng = 
cedemonians with four Ears, whereas Et Lilius Gy- 
the ordinary Pictures of him had but 539%, 7-76: 
two. Now it is a Contradiction, ' and 
therefore held to be an Impollibility, 
that one and the ſame Perſon ſhould 
have four Ears, and vet but two Ears, 
and no Ears at all. When they there- 
fore made him with two Ears, they 
would have him look like a Man, and 
had no further meaning 3 but when 
they made him with four Ears, and 
M nd 
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no Ears, then they declared Proper- 
ties. And the Moral, and Significa- 
tion, of both theſe, ſeems to be much 

1d ſignificantes alike, For when the Cretians crop'd 
com marorem him; they declared, That being King 
dire debere ne- of the World, it was not fit that any 
Co {© one ſhould have his Ear, but that they 
pat ulas offerre ſhould le Open tO all alike. And 
 "Kureds they that gave him that large ſet of 
Eum undiq; & Ears, declared, That . he heard all 
omnia audire things, and from all parts and quar- |

Theſe Mighty Nebuchadnezzars ſet 
P, | up Images, and all People, Nations, 
and Languages, mult cither fall down 
and worlhip them, or elſe be caſt into 
a fiery Furnace. This 1s the hard 


Chapter to which we are now come, 
' M 2 which 
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which is the very Sting of Popery * in 
which I ſhall firſt ſhew, That the 
Church of Erngland has been all alon 
ſenſible of the Popiſh Cruelty. And 
ſecondly, ſhew, That the Papilts here- 
in have far exceeded the old Pa- 
gans, 


Firſt; As for the ſenſe of our 
Church. The Homilies give us a 
large account of the Cruelty and Ty- 
ranny of many of the Popes of 
Rome, who had not the Spirit of 
God, but of the Devil z who not 
only were cruel to the Living, but 
perſecuted dead Bodies: to whom 
they apply our Saviour's Prediction pf 
criiel any ravening TUolves m 
Sheeps cloathing. Their Image-wor- 
{hip was maintained, at the very firſt, 
by the Treaſon and Rebeltion of Pope 
Gregory the Third, CUhich Erample, 
other Biſhops of Rome have conti- 
nually followed, and gone though 
withal moſt ſtoutly. And afterwards 
we have an account of the Tragical 
Crucltics, which were committed by 
the Empreſs Irene, in maintenance of 
Image-Worſhip : who was the great 
Patron 
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Patrone and Ualiant Captain of the "bis. -. 34 


Biſhops of Rome, whoſe wicked and

TUbich Erample of her's (as the con- 
fant Report goeth) had like to have

cozes in our days, had th2 Authozity 
of the Holy Father continucd but a 
little longer, 


This is true modern Popiſh Cruelty 
and Barbarity, which, according to 
the daily improvement of it under 
that Religion, would have far excced- 
ed Irene's. She burnt her Father-in- 
Law, a Man that was no kin to her, 
otherwiſe than by an artificial Rela- 
tion, and a fiction of Law : But here 
| M 3 it 
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it would have been an own natural 
Father, and Brother ; 1n which caſe a 
{ſweet Proteſtant Prince, and a Perſe- 
cutor of Proteſtants, only not a Slave 
tothe Pope,had both fared alike. So that 
where Popery comes to be well {ctled, 
the Sacred Reliques of all thoſe Prin- 
ces are in danger of ſuffering the moſt 
barbarous Indignities, who have been 
in their time either hearty Proteſtants, 
or not hearty and thorow-paced Pa- 
pilts. And neither the reverence of 
a Father, nor the dear Relation of a 
Brother, ſhall ſave them from being 
treated like the moſt notorious Male- 
factors, whom the Juſtice of a Nation 
thinks it ſelf bound to follow and pur- 
fue into the other World, and to make 
examples to all future Ages. For 
blind Catholick Zeal knows no Body 3 
but be it Peaſant or Prince, Strangers, 
or their own Fleſh and Blood, alive 
or dead, if they have been Hereticks, 
or inſuftcient Catholicks, into the Fire 
ſhall they go. 


What Engliſh Man, who had but 
one drop of true Engliſh Blood left 
in his Vc:ns, could have endured to 
behold 
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behold this horrid ſight > To ſee a 
parcel of cowardly Papilts breaking 
up a Royal Monument with Sacrile- 
gious Hands, and dragging thence a 
mighty Monarch, whom when he was 
alive, they durſt not have look'd in 
the Face : to ſee thoſe Sacred Tem- 
ples, which had been incircled with a 
Crown, and that puiflant Arm which 
had ſwayed the Engliſh Scepter for 
almoſt forty Years; now reduced to 
infamous Aſhes ; and theſe thrown in- 
to the Water, as not fit to have a 
place upon God's Earth : and all this 
perform'd by the pure Zeal of his 
own Daughter, only becauſe he was 
ou quite ſo good a Catholick as her 
cl ? 


I could not forbear ſhaking this 
Note a little, to try what Mulick it 
will make in their Ears, who make 
way for a Popilſh Succeſſor, out of 
pure Loyalty to a Proteſtant Prince. 
As they like this, they may proceed. 
For here they may plainly behold 
what bleſſed Fruits the Authority of 
the Holy Father is like to produce, 
and what true and laudable Service 
M 4 will 
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will be done to Proteſtant Princes, by 
introducing Popery. 


So well the firſt Reformers, in the 
beginning of Queen Elizabeth's Time, 
underſtood the Spirit of Popery. 
And yet they knew nothing of thoſe 
Helliſh Plots, which almoſt filled up 
the ſucceeding part of that Queen's 
Reign: They knew nothing of the 
'Paris Wedding , the Gun-powder 
Plot, or the Iriſh Maſlacre z which 
will remain in Books, as Monuments 
of the inhumane and accurſed Cruelty 
of Papilts, when time has periſhed 
the Londow Monument. And they 
may as well go and try their Fore- 
heads upon this Monument of Stone, 
as endeavour to out-face the other, 


Theſe Cruelties never entred into 
the Hearts of Pagans, and therefore 
we have no foundation of a Compa- 
riſon betwixt Popery and Paganiſm in 
this Point; no more than we can 
compare Prince Rypert's Iron Guns 
with Fulizs Ceſars. For this murder- 
inz and mwaſlacring hundreds of thou- 
ſands upon the ſcore of Religion, , 
col 
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cold Blood, and under the Sacred 
Rites of Friendſhip, are things fourid 
out in theſe latter Ages : And the com- 
pendious deſtruction of a Nation at 
one blow, 1s as perfe&ly a new Inven- 
tion, as the Gun-powder it {elf, which 
was to have done that Catholick 
Job. 

All that can be done therefore in 
this Matter, is; 

1. To ſhew what Cruelty the Pa- 
gans exerciſed upon the account of 
Religion. 

And, 2. to ſhew, that the Papiſts 
have far exceeded them, 


The Pagan Cruelty, upon the ac- 
count of Religion, falls under theſe 
two Heads. 

1. The Sanguinary Laws which 
were enacted, or put 1n execution a- 
gain(t the Chriltians. 

2. The Outrages which were com- 
mitted upon them. 


In both theſe the Papiſts have much 
out-done the Pagans, as might eaſily 
be made appear Tom their own Ge- 
neral Councils, their own —_— 
their 
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their Popes Speeches, particularly that 


of Sixtws 2uintus, upon the Murder 
of Henry the Third of France ; *their 


Popes Bulls, particularly to the Iriſh ' 


in their late Holy War ; their Holy 
Inquiſition, which has, I will not fay, 
Ten Perſecutions, but ten thouſand 
Perſecutions in che Belly of it. 

Alas, the Roman Laws were but 
Cobwebs, to thoſe of Holy Church 
againſt Hereſy, You may ſee ſome 


28 Vol, Conc. of them in the Decrees of the Laterar 


Council, under Innocent the Third 3 
Laws like our late A& for burying in 
Wollen, which will execute them- 
ſelves, and extirpate peſtilent Nor- 
thern Hereſy, by a modeſt computa- 
tion, in a Year and halts Time. For 
it is Deprivation to the Biſhop that is 
remiſs and negligent, who muſt make 
room for another, that can and will 
confound Heretical Pravity: It is 
Death in that private Man, who will 
not be an Informer : it 1s the loſs of 
his Kingdom to that Prince, who will 
not extirpate as faſt as he can ; which 
11 that caſe is to be given to Catho- 


lick Free-booters, who, when they 


have extirpated the Hereticks, are to 
polleſs 
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poſſeſs it without any contradiQtion, 


and to keep it in the purity. of the 
Faith. 


But becauſe I would willingly do 
all Right to the *Papiſts in this Matter, 
which cannot be done, but by a large 
and juſt Diſcourſe upon the Subject z 
I ſhall here break off, making that 
the Concluſion, which is the only end 
and intention of this Book, and that 
my hearty prayer to God, which ſhall 
always be my poor endeavour among 
Men.
